summit 

TRIPOLI, Nov. 21 (Agencies) — Organ- 
ization of African Unity's foreign ministers 
held extensive talks here Sunday to rescue a 
summit meeting, scheduled to start Tuesday, 
from a second collapse in four months. 

Delegates said formal talks were being 
held among the 40 nations present to prevent 
the summit being called off because of deep 
divisions between radical and moderate 
states over the delegation from Chad.. 

‘ Senior African officials resumed backstage 
efforts Sunday to settle the issue. Five offi- 
cials led by Nigeria's Prof. Ishaya Audu con- 
ferred late Saturday with Abdul Salam Jal- 
loud, the No. 2 man in the Libyan leadership, 
to discuss a proposal allowing the summit 
itself to determine which of two rival delega- 
tions should legitimately represent Chad, a 
founder member of the 50-nation organiza- 
tion. 

Meanwhile it was reported that Kenyan 
President Daniel Arap Moi, current chair- 
man of the OAU will leave Nairobi Monday 
to attend the OAU summit. 

The official Kenyan News Agency said- 
Sunday Moi has called on aU OAU heads of 
state to anend the 1 yth OAU summit regard- 
less of whether the question of who should 
represent Chad was solved before the meet- 
ing. 

President Ytoi is scheduled to band over 
the chairmanship of the organization to 
Libyan leader Muammar Gaddafi if the 
summit is held. 

The foreign ministeis of Gambia, Senegal 
and the Ivory Coast flew to the Senegalese 
capital Saturday night from Tripoli. ■

the three ministers explained 

that they left because the OAU ui?es on 
Chad's representation had. not been applied. 

20 perish 
in club fire 

ISTANBUL, Nov. 21, (R) - A fire in an 
Istanbul nightclub killed 20 people and 
injured 31 late Saturday night, state radio 
reported Sunday. 

About 200 people were inside the club in 
Atakoy, a southern suburb, when a gas hearer 
blew up and started the fire which blocked 
the exit. Hospital officials said most of the 
dead were suffocated by smoke. The radio 
said nine of the injured were in critical condi- 
tion. 

Interior Minister Selahattjn Cetiner 
traveled from Ankara to visit the scene, the 
semi-official Anatolian News Agency 
re pone d. 


Bid to blockade Iran ports 

Iraq destroys 5 tankers 


BEIRUT, Nov. 2l (Agencies) — Iraq 
said Sunday that its navy^ under orders to 
blockade Iranian pons at the head of the 
Gulf, sank five oil tankers near Iran's main 
oil loading terminal at Kharg Island. 

A military communique quoted by the 
official Iraqi News Agency (IN A) said Iraqi 
naval units and planes bit the tankers last 
night as they lay off the island terminal. The 
tankers burned and then sank, it said. 

Ft quoted an Iraqi military spokesman as 
saying that the attack on Kharg was “one of 
the most daring military operations in the 
annals of wars. The spokesman said: “The 
attack was the broadest operation launched 
by the Iraqi Air Force and naval forces 
jointly. He said the five tankers were des- 
troyed as they were waiting their turn to 
load crude oil at the Kharg terminal. 

“The five tankers were completely des- 
troyed and were swallowed by the waters," 
the radio, quoted the spokesman as saying. 
“ All Iraqi force jets and navy units returned 
safely to bases after the operation." 

There was no immediate comment from 
Iran on the Iraqi claim. The official Iranian 
VyNews Agency. 1RN A, contacted in Tehran 


by telex from Nicosia, said “we will report 
later if there are any comments," when 
asked if they had any information about the 
Iraqi claim. 

The only independently confirmed 
reports of Iraqi attacks on foreign ships in 
Iranian waters were the sinking of an 
1 8,000-ton Turkish freighter carrying iron 
bars and sheet metal in the north of the Gulf 
and a rocket attack by an Iraqi aircraft on a 
Greek cargo ship. 

Recently Iran has indicated its willing- 
ness to open Iranian military facilities to an 
armed Iraqi force of exiled opponents fight- 
ing the regime of President Saddam Hus- 
sein. 

The Iraqi high command issued a war 
communique denouncing Iranian leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini as “an imposter ... 
bent on eclipsing the son of freedom in the 
eyes of the children of Iraq and the rest of 
the nation (world). 

" Iraq is rightfully the sword of the Arabs, 
defender of their usurped honor,” said the 
communique. “The ambitions of the 
imposter, Khomeini, have struck a solid 
rock ...” 


Draper blamed Israel 
for ‘horrible massacre > 


TEL AVIV, Nov. 21 (R) — U.S. envoy 
Morris Draper blamed Israel for the' horrible 
massacre' in the Shatila and Sabra camps and 
had appealed to the authorities to halt the 
slaughter. Israeli official told an inquiry here 
Sunday. 

Bruce Kashdan, Israeli foreign ministry 
liaison officer in Beirut, said Draper asked 
him to transmit to Israeli Defense Minister 
Ariel Sharon the. following message: 

“ You must stop this horrible massacre. I 
have an officer in the camps who is counting 
bodies. The situation is terrible. They are 
killing children. You should be ashamed. 
You have absolute control of the area and 
you ( are, therefore, responsible for what is 
happening there.” ; ' 1 \ 

Kashdan said the message from Draper, on 
Saturday morning Sept. 1 8, was the fiist word 
he bad of a massacre in the camps. Christian 
Phalangist forces were sent into the camps on 
the Thursdav afternoon and the killings are 


now known to have begun Thursday night. 

Western diplomats said more than 300 
Palestinians were killed. Moshe Chevroni, a 
lieutenant-colonel in military intelligence, 
has told the inquiry that he was awakened at 
dawn on Sept. 1 7 with reports that 300 had 
been killed. 

The foreign ministry representative said he 
had no direct contact with the defense minis- 
ter and, therefore, passed Draper’s message, 
like all similar messages, to the foreign minis- 
try in Tel Aviv. 

Kashdan said that on the previous day 
Draper had told him there were rumors that 
the Phalangists were in West Beirut and that 
this could lead to a tragedy. He stressed that 
the U.S. envoy had referred n> West Be ; rut 
and not to the refugee camps. 

The Israeli official said the Red Cross had 
asked him on the Thursday to arrange for 
passage of a convoy to the hospitals in West 
Beirut. 


Iranians run riot in Baalbek 


BEIRUT, Nov. 21 (AP) — An estimated 
500 Iranian gunmen stormed the townhaH in 
the anrient Lebanese city of Baalbek Sunday 
and tore down Lebanese flags in a six-hour 
rampage. 

Lebanese state television quoted Security 
sources m Baalbek as saying the gunmen 
attacked the braiding at b:3 a.m. (0430 
GMT), overpowered the night guards and 
tore down flags hoisted over the two-story 
structure: 

State radio said the men left the building 
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six hours later but were still seen roaming the 
streets of Baalbek. The episode happened as 
the rest of the country prepared to celebrate 
Lebanon’s 39th year of independence from 
France on Monday amid a Surge ofnational- 
ism among the country’s three million 
inhabitants, Christians and Muslims alike. 

Baalbek, with a predominantly Shiite Mus- 
lim population of 25.000 is 1 05 kilometers 
east of Beirut in the Syrian-controlled Bekaa 
VaDey. In more peaceful times its historical 
sites attracted thousands of tourists. Since 
lasr summer. Baalbek resident say. an esti- 
mated 300 Iranian Revolutionary Guards 
have filtered into the ancient city, preaching 
Ayatollah K ho me In f s revolution to Leban- 
ese Shiites. 

Israel s invasion force did not reach as far 
north as Baalbek. 

Slogans of" Death to America” and“death 
to Israel" are now painted on walls in Baal- 
bek, and in recent weeks posters have one up 
saying “death to Amin" — reference to 
Lebanon's President Amin Gemayel. 

Habib bid to end 
Chouf conflict 

BbIRUT, Nov. 21 (AFP) — Special U.S. 
envoy to the Middle East Philip Habib Sun- 
day met Druze leader Walid Jumblatt in an 
attempt to solve the conflict between the 
Muslim Druze community and Christians in 
the Chouf region east of Beirut, an official 
announcement said. Habib also had talks 
Sunday with former Premier Saeb Salam. 

In his first round of talks Saturday Habib 
was told by the Lebanese leadership that the 
evacuation of all foreign forces from their 
country was a precondition for any settle- 
ment of the Mideast crisis. 

The American emissary Saturday succes- 
sively saw Lebanese President Amin 
Gemayel and Premier Shafiq Wazzan, who 
impressed on him the link between the fore- 
ign forces’ evacuation and the overall reg- 
ional issue. ‘ / . 

Informed sources said that Habib had not 
returned to the Middle East with any hard 
and fast plan for the evacuation problem, but 
in a first stage would merely be informing 
himself of the concerned forces’ positions. 
His next stopover, these sources said, would 
be Israel, probably as of early next week. 

Western diplomatic sources thought that 
Habib in d first stage would seek a rapid 
pullback of Israeli forces to the Damurarea.a 
dozen kilometers south of this capital, and a 
Syrian pullback from the mountains north- 
east of here in the direction of the Bekaa 
Valley to the east. 

Another early objective, the sources said, 
would be the clearing of the Beirut- 
Damascus highway, with a view to deploying 
regular Lebanese forces along it as well as 
elements of the multinational buffer force. 
Such limited movements might unblock the 
situation and eventually lead to the complete 
evacuation sought, the sources explained. 


With Algerian leaders 

Fahd to view Gulf, 
W. Saharan issues 


ALGIERS, Nov. 21 (Agencies) — king 
Fahd arrived here for three days of talks with 
President Chedli Benjcdid on various Arab 
issues, including the Palestinian problem, the 
Sahara conflict and Algerian mediation bet- 
ween Iran and Iraq. 

"The Palestinian question and the Western 
Sahara conflict will be major topics of discus- 
sion during the visit." according to the official 
Arabic daily Al Moujahed. 

The talks, it said, would focus on stepping 
up support for the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 

On Saturday, the Saudi Arabian ambas- 
sador here said that he hoped the King's visit 
would lead to the resumption of Algerian 
mediation to end the Gulf war which has been 
raging for over two years. 

Saudi Arabian Information Minister 
Muhammad Abdo Yamani said in Jeddah 
that the visit was being made within the 
framework of Arab consultations on issues of 
common Arab and bilateral interests. 

The official Algerian News Agency said 
the King's visit came at a delicate time when 
the Arab world is facing a major challenge 
that could determine its future for several 
generations. 

” Recent Middle East developments con- 
firm the Algerian contention that the 
enemy's strength is due first of all iu the 
weakness of the Arabs and their division.” 
the agency said.

Tyre mishap due 
to 4 gas leakage 9 

TEL AVIV. Nov. 2 1 ( AP) — Experts who 
investigated the collapse of the Iraeli military 
government building in Tyre, Lebanon, have 
ruled out sabotage and concluded that an 
accidental explosion of gas was responsible, 
the cabinet announced Sunday. 

The explosion and collapse of the seven- 
storey building Nov. 1 1 killed 75 Israelis and 
14 Arabs and was the worst disaster since 
Israel won statehood in 1*M8. 

A statement issued after the cabinet 
studied the investigators' report said the 
building was poorly constructed and “not 
planned to withstand significant horizontal 
loads.”

ALGIERS. Nov. 21 (SPA) — In an 
arrival statement here King Fahd said that 
he was pleased to visit the country and 
exchange ideas and consult with President 
Benjcdid in the service of the Arab cause.

affirm oil 
price level 

RIYADH, Nov. 21 (SPA) — Saudi Arabia 
and Kuwait affirmed their intention to main- 
tain the current price level for crude oil 
decreed by the Organization of the Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries (OPEC). The 
affirmation came in a statement issued jointly 
Saturday night here by Kuwaiti Oil Minister 
Sheikh Aii Khalifa Al-Sabah and Saudi Pet- 
roleum and Minerals Minister Ahmad Zaki 
Yamani. 

“Saudi Arabia and Kuwait strongly sup- 
port the current price levels of the organiza- 
tion and they support and desire to maintain 
it,'’ Sheikh Aii said. 

Yamani expressed support of the Kuwaiti 
minister's comment. He said recent state- 
ments by news agencies attributed to him 
were misleading. 

“The statement was obviously intended to 
explain the Kingdom's support of the current 
prices and an attempt to urge other members 
in the OPEC to move in a way that streng- 
thens the level of official prices in the interna- 
tional oil market," Yamani said. 

Moroccan Energy Minister Mousa Saadi 
had arrived with the Kuwaiti oil minister. 
They were both greeted at the airport by 
Yamani. 

Saadi told reporters that the visit was in the 
framework of joint efforts to boost relations 
between the two sisterly states. He said he. 
would hold talks with Yamani on issues per- 
taining to bilateral cooperation in the field of 
oil, exploration, mining and joint ventures. 

He added that discussions would afcn cover 
issues relating to the Rabat-based Arab Min- 
eral Resources Organization and Saudi oil 
supplies to Morocco.

(SPA) — The Com- 
merce Ministiy Sunday announced a set of 
regulations that will govern dealing in minted 
gold and silver coins in Saudi Arabia that are; 
not used as legal tender. The regulations also 
cover the commemorative medals issued by 
the government on special occasions. 

According to the decree, signed by the 
minister. Dr. Sotfman A. Solaim. the coins 
will have to coincide with the original in 
karatage. weight, size, shape and design. 


Karatage will refer to the percentage of pre- 
cious metal. 

The decree bans the import, sale or bolding 
of such coins for future sale except if the new 
conditions are satisfied. Persons holding 
coins that do not conform with those specifi- 
cations are requested to return them to the 
supplier or manufacturer for the necessary 
modification. 

The coins will have to bear clearly the. 
name or trademark of the manufacturer.

Private hospital leased for public service 


DAMMAM, Nov. 21 (SPA) — Acting 
Health Minister Dr. Ghazi Algosaibi has 
approved the leasing of Al-Turki hospital 
here for the next five years to beco me a hospi- 
tal specializing in' maternity and bones. 

Dr. Abdul Rahman Al-SuwaOem, director 
of health affairs in the Eastern Province, told 
a press conference that Dr. Algosaibi had 
given instructions to recruit doctors and 
administrative doctors with high standards 
and qualifications to operate the hospital. 
The new facility will help relieve the growing 
pressure on the central hospital here. 

The official said that the hospital will start 
receiving patients after three months. The 
administration will be entrusted to a special- 
ized American firm. ■ 

Dr. Suwaflera said that his department had 
recently put the final touches to a program 
aimed at combating all the diseases that cause 
high fever and isolating such cases in a special 
ward. Those who have such fevers will not 
mix with the other patients. 

Dr. Suwaiiem said that this special section 
will be a kind of temporary hospital for high 
fever cases. A project to set a full-fledged 


hospital for such fevers will soon be submit- 
ted to a tender. 

The department has also prepared a wide- 
scale campaign against measles. The prog- 
ram, which will be officially launched next 
Saturday, was so well drawn-up that the 
ministry has circulated it to other provinces in 
the Kingdom to benefit from it. Measles cases 
will be surveyed in the area, then treated 
properly. The program will include a mass 
media campaign and seminars on the subject. 

Meanwhile, Dr. Algosaibi has ordered that 
the opening of the new hospital at Hafr-el- 
Baten be speeded up. The hospital was set up 
sometime ago-by the ministry hut never inau- 
gurated. It contains 50 beds and includes an, 
emergency section for car accidents. It w.Ql be 
operational with 20 beds, because of the pre- 
sent lack of medical doctors. Besides, the 
ministry is now developing the health centers 
in the various Eastern Province villages and 
raising the standard of health services. 

The official -said that hospital directors 
were recently directed to bigr toys for the 
children who come for treatment and televi- 


sion sets for the persons who get admitted to 
hospital so as to boost their morale. Soon 
■also, two libraries will be set up at the central 
hospital here for both the patients and the 
medical staff. There will also be a lecture hall 
where health documentary films will be pro- 
jected.

The project is being undertaken by Amar- 
tech Ltd., a Saudi Arabian company which 
has linked up with Technology World Inc., of 
Massachusetts and the Daliah Establishment. 
The SRI 8 million contract originally covered 
the installation, operation and maintenance 
of 17 automatic weather stations for MEPA. 
But later on Amartech was caOed upon to add 
. to its list another seven stations already in 
" operation but which did not have the latest 
^satellite hook-up facilities. 

According to a reliable source, Amartech 
has already set up 1 5 automatic weather sta- 
tions in various parts of the country and 
updated the technology of the old climatolog- 
ical recording stations and three automatic 
stations located is the Rub Al-Khali. The 
climate recording stations were updated so 


that the data collected could be accessible 
. and readily unable; the Rub Al-Khali auto- 
matic stations were upgraded to operate via 
satellite. 

Another two more weatherstations will be 
set up by Amartech and the first phase of the 
system will be ready by February 1983. 

Frpm the first week of November, informa- 
tion collected at NMEC cia satellite is being 
used at the newly established National Fore- 
casting Center, which bas moved from its old 
airport she.

At a later data, MEPA will utilize remote 
sensing daia for tbe monitoring of environ- 
mental changes resulting from urban 
development, highway construction , and 
other construction and industrial activity.

Gen. Abu Taleb Al-Dabbagh acting director 
general of rroed Forces medical services, 
highlighted the progress achieved by military 
hospitals in various parts of tbe Kingdom. He 
also said that a medical seminar is due to open 
with 10 days at Taif s Armed Forces Hospi- 
tal. 

Dr. Muhammad Saeed Abu Mflha. direc- 
tor of Riyadh Military Hospital's medical 
studies, related in a statement many hot cli- 


mate diseases of which developing societies 
suffer and need necessary medical care to 
combat them.

MAKKAH, Nov. 21 — Cultural invasion 
by satellites was described here as a new ri pe 
of colonialism by information Minister Dr.

Dr. Yamani, according to Al -Riyadh, said 
that the issue was all the more important 
since people in Islamic society, in general, arc 
unaware of what is really going in that sphere .

Space is undergoing a regular invasion, 
said the minister. The intensity of the inva- 
sion is worrying intellectuals the world over, 
especially in the Third World. The viewpoint 
upheld by the United States. European and 
certain other countries is that space invasion 
should be open to everybody in whatever 
form, according to bilateral agreements. 

Some people may be so naive as to think 
that such an invasion is a good thing, be said. 

This colonialism by satellites will enable any- 
body in any country to get any radio or televi- 
sion station he wishes around tbe clock. It is 
tantamount to entering 01 her people's houses 
without permission. It will intrude into coun- 
tries without permission and propagate 
uncontrolled ideas, at any time. 

The United States and the Soviet Union 
started this race long ago and are now build- 
ing space colonies, which, to the eyes of some 
people, is outright trespassing on other coun- 
tries' secure boundaries. 

At present Saudi Arabia is a subscriber to 
some satellites to get the transmission it 
wants: but the (unwanted! satellites will 
enable any viewer to catch between 20 and 30 
stations directly, without an intermediary.

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Assad spurns 
Reagan plan 
for peace 

DAMASCUS. Nov. 21 (Agencies) — 
Syrian President Hafez Assad has rejected 
U.S. President Ronald Reagan's Middle East 
peace plan, calling it a “total surrender of the 
Arabs to Israel.” 

In his nationally televised address to a 
meeting of national trade unions Saturday. 
Assad did not specifically name the Reagan 
plan, but clearly referred to it when he con- 
demned “the proposals being suggested to 
the Arabs under the title of peace.” 

“They (the United States) ask the Arabs to 
give the maximum concessions even before 
the negotiations start.” be said. “They want 
the PLO (Palestine Liberation Organization) 
and the Arab states to recognize Israel (but) 
they do not ask Israel for any concessions.” 
Reagan is proposing that Palestinians in 
the occupied West Bank of Jordan be granted 
limited autonomy in a confederation with 
neighboring Jordan. He also wants the PLO 
to recognize Israel's right to exist as a nation. 
Israel has already rejected the proposal, as 
has PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat. 

■Assad promised continued support for the 
PLO. which left southern Lebanon and 
Beirut in the months following the Israeli 
invasion of that country June 6. 

Assad also said Syria would impose no 
condition for withdrawing its troops from 
Lebanon “after a total evacuation of Israeli 
troops.” He said Syria “covets nothing in 
Lebanon and will pose no problem about pul- 
ling out its troops once the Israeli invasion 
forces have pulled out.” 

“Of course, no condition that would limit 
the independence, sovereignty and freedom 
of a brother country (Lebanon) could be 
accepted.” Assad said. He added that Syria 
would “spare no effort to preserve Lebanon's 
unity.”

Defense minister in Washington T~ 

Egypt seeking more U.S. aid 


CAIRO, Nov. 21 (AP) — Egypt's Defense 
Minister Abdul-Halim Abu Ghazala traveled 
to Washington over the weekend to ask for 
more U.S. aid for the Egyptian Army. Abu 
Ghazala. widely viewed as the No. 2 man in 
Egypt after President Hosni Mubarak, said 
he would seek an increase in the $1 J billion 
in aid that U.S. President Ronald Reagan has 
promised for 1983 in talks beginning Mon- 
day. 

Foreign Minister Kamal Hassan All has 
told Egyptian reporters that Cairo wants Si. 7 
billion yearly, the same that Israel gets. The 
U.S. Congress, however, has not yet 
approved Reagan's 1983 request, which is 
$400 million more than the 1982 U.S. aid of 
$900 million. Some diplomats here believe 
Egypt is asking for the $1.7 billion as a bar- 
gaining point in hopes of not losing the $1.3 
billion. 


Asked about a possible cut in U.S. rmbtary 
aid, Abu Ghazala replied, ” We hope this is 
not true, because it would have a damaging 
effect on the Egyptian armament program 
and the situation in the area.” 

Egypt's total armed forces have shrunk 
from 395,000 in 1979-80 to 367,000 this 
year, according to the London-based Insti- 
tute for Strategic Studies. 

Abu Ghazala says Egypt needs a strong, 
modern army to guard against arracks on 
Egypt or Sudan from Libya to the west or 
Ethiopia to the south. He says a strong milit- 
ary is a "deterrent” to Soviet penetration in 
the entire Middle East. Egyptian officials 
often speak of Egypf s readiness to come to 
the aid of any Arab country, but Abu 
Ghazala has said Egypt would only send 
troops to Sudan, whose national interests he 
directly links to Egypt' s. 


Ali briefs PLO on U.S. talks 


CAIRO, Nov. 21 (AP) — Egyptian Fore- 
ign Minister Kamal Hassan Ali Sunday 
briefed a Palestine Liberation Organization 
delegation on his recent talks with U.S. offi- 
cials on the Palestinian issue. 

Following a 90-minute meeting with Ali, 
the leader of the delegation, Ahmad Sindi 
Dajani, member of the PLO Executive 
Committee, told reporters that the PLO con- 
siders Egypf s contacts with the United States 
“important” because they aim to reach a just 
peace for the Middle East. 

Earlier this month, Ali met with a PLO 
delegation in Paris before he visited the 
United States where he conveyed the PLO’s 
position to U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz. The United States refuses to have 
direct contact with the PLO before it recog- 
nizes Israels right to exist. 

Ali met twice with PLO officials in 
Washington and received two letters from 
PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat. The contents 
of the letters were not disclosed. 

Dajani said he had not discussed Arafaf s 
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planned visit to Cairo with Ali. “Arafat 
Thinks it is possible to have a confederation 
with Jordan, then joint Jordanian-Palestinian 
committees can turn to the world to bring 
peace according to the Fez peace process,” 
Dajani said. 

A foreign ministry statement said Ali and 
the delegation had discussed ways to push the 
peace process, and the importance of partici- 
pation by aD parties, especially the Palesti- 
nians, in peace talks. 

In another development, a foreign ministry 
official Sunday denied reports that Egypt’s 
ambassador to Israel had resigned, but said 
Saad Murtada will retire next February when 
he reaches the mandatory retirement age. 

Murtada, 59, was recalled from his post 
last sept. 20 in protest of the Israeli occupa- 
tion of Lebanon and the massacre of Palesti- 
nians in Beirut refugee camps two days ear- 
lier.

ISLAMABAD. Nov. 21 (AP) — Presi- 
dent Muhammad Zia ul-Haq has said he 
wants to “create more goodwill and 
understanding” with the United States 
when he makes his first visit there Dec. 7. He 
said he and U.S. President Ronald Reagan 
would discuss international issues particu- 
larly Afghanistan and the Middle East in 
talks with “no fixed agenda.” Zia made 
the remarks Saturday to reporters in Lah- 
ore, 288 kins southeast of here. 

Zia also said be would brief Reagan on 
his Nov. 1 talks with Indian Prime Muns- 
ter Indira Gandhi. 

On the Middle East. Zia said his coun- 
try would not change its stand as a result of 
talks with the United States, but added 
there were “positive points in the Ameri- 
can Middle East policy.” Pakistan is a 
strong supporter of the Palestinian and 
Arab causes. 

“The solution of the Middle East prob- 
lem lies with the U.S. and Israel.” he said, 
“just as the solution of the Afghan issue 
Ires with the Soviet Union.” 

The Reagan a dminis tration dosened 
ties with Pakistan after the December 
1979 Soviet intervention in Afghani stan. 
Washington is providing Islamabad with a 
$3.2 billion aid package about half in 
economic assistance, and half for military 
purchases including acquisition of F-16 
warplanes over the next six years. 

On the Soviet Union, Zia said he 
believed a new Soviet leadership would 
develop a “new style of thinking” that 
would be reflected in future foreign policy 
moves. Zia attended the Moscow funeral 
of Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev last 
Monday and later met with the new 
.Communist Party leader Yuri Andropov^

Evren appeals for conciliation 


ANKARA. Nov.21 (R)Turkish President 
Gen. Kenan Evren made a strong appeal over 
the weekend: for reconciliation in the coun- 
try as it moved from military rule toward the 
restoration of elected government. In his first 
public appearances since his appointment as 
president and a new constitution were over- 
whelmingly approved in a national referen- 
dum two weeks ago, the general struck a con- 
ciliatory note that was in sharp contrast to his 
speeches before the vote. 

President Evren, who has led the country 
since the military coup in September 1 980. 
has said that, barring unforeseen circums- 
tances, general elections will be held under 
the new constitution next October. On a tour 
of five Black Sea towns Sunday and Saturday, 
he abandoned the attacks on opponents of 
the military government which had character- 


ized his pre-referendum appearances and 
instead appealed for political tolerance. 

In Samsun. the president, wearing civjfeo 
clothes rather than his customary general's 
uniform, said: “If we look with contempt on 
those uho have political opinions different 
from our own. if we consider them enemies, 
then we w ill never be able to establish the real 
democratic system we aQ desire." 

On Sunday in Falsa, a small town ruled 

before the coup by extreme leftists who called 

it a liberated area, Evren said: “ Now wc have 
a new road in front of us, a road of unity and 
togetherness." He said The country should 
not forget the times before the cpSp, when 
every day up to 25 persons were Idfled in 
political shootings and bombings, but sljould 
concentrate on foDowing what totalled the 
right road to the future. ..*»

An official Israeli government investigation team has 
come to the "conclusion" that the enormous explosion 
in Tyre which killed over 100 Israeli invaders and 
civilians was caused by a cooking gas cylinder acciden- 
tally blowing off. 

The cylinder, according to the probe, brought down 
the entire seven-story building and completely 
demolished it. The team attributed this to the fragility of 
the building which their commanders had chosen to be 
army headquarters, southern command. 

The probe was carried out by top army engineers 
whose colleagues must have been consulted in advance 
of occupying the building to ascertain whether it could 
take the expected load of hundreds of persons and their 
heavy military gear, ammunition stores and the network 
of communications needed to keep in touch with the 
original 90.000 soldiers who invaded Lebanon. 

If one can stretch one’s credulousness to the utmost 
and accept the findings, then the accident will have 
marked the first time in modem times when a seven- 
story building has been utterly devastated by -the explo- 
sion of a gas cylinder the type of which is being used in 
millions of households throughout the world. This will 
result in the complete redesigning of cooking gas cylin- 
ders to prevent them doing such mischief as the one in 
Tyre did. 

But the truth lies somewhere else and the Israelis 
simply do not wish to reveal or do not want to believe 
that their presence in Lebanon is being opposed by 
genuine Lebanese nationalists even if some col- 
laborators have tolerated them. 

The Tyre accident has cost Israel its worst military 
casualties in anyone single operation since its imposition 
on the Arab world. As such. Israel would not even 
consider admitting that it is the work of Palestinians 
taking their revenge or patriotic Lebanese opposing its 
occupation of their country’. Such an admission would be 
too much to concede as far as the Zionist government is 
concerned. 

EXOCETPHOBIA 

The British government and press are on the warpath 
because France has resumed selling Exocet missiles to 
Argentina after the EEC had lifted its ban on trade with 
that country'. 

The British have a deeply ingrained phobia of Exocet 
missiles after they had sunk their warship Sheffield and 
some other ships in the Falklands war but they have no 
right or justification to blame France for resuming the 
sales. 

Almost all the Western countries are purveyors of 
death to the Third World. Britain and France are no 
exception. If France docs not sell missiles some other 
country will step in to fill the vacuum. Israel perhaps. 
And Israel did so during the height of the war. 

Is Britain really so scared of French missiles? Will they 
tip the military balance in the South Atlantic? 

Besides, most advanced Western countries have ade- 
quate anti-missile systems to shoot down weapons like 
the Exocet. So why all the fuss, unless it is a new kind of 
phobia pervading the British. Call it Exocetphobia. 
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Peking-Moscow 
contacts alarm 
Washington

WASHINGTON — 
The Reagan administration is warily watching 
China’s moves to normalize ties with the Soviet 
Union while publicly taking the position that the 
outcome should not prejudice a strong Sinc*- 
American relationship. 

Before Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev's 
death. State Department officials said they did not 
foresee a major thaw in the icy relationship between 
Peking and Moscow. But Moscow's warm reception 
for a high-level Chinese delegation that attended 
Brezhnev’s funeral has caused some State Depart- 
ment officials to question this assessment. 

“We just haven't decided what to make of it at 
this stage, and rather than deal in hypothetical 
developments we can’t say much." one official said. 
Others said that the 90-minute meeting in Moscow 
between Soviet Foreign Minis ter Andrei Gromyko 
and Huang Hua. his then Chinese counterpart who 
was Friday replaced as foreign minister, had not 
significantly changed the diplomatic picture. 

“We don't agree there's a major thaw going on 
between the Soviets and the Chinese at this point'’ 
one said. "Too many major obstacles remain in the 
talks they’ve been having.’’ 

The official was referring to the resumption of 
talks with Soviet officials in Peking last month over 
border disputes and other policy issues that have 
kept the two sides at odds for years. 

State Department officials said even though the 
Huang Hua trip to Moscow last week was marked 
by friendly rhetoric. China has not shown any sign 
of backing away from demands it has made to the 
Soviet Union in the normalization talks. These are: 
Soviet withdrawal from Afghanistan and pullbacks 
of its troops along the Chinese and Mongolian bor- 
ders. and an end to Soviet support for Vietnamese 
forces in Kampuchea. 

Secretary of State George Shultz said at a news 
conference Thursday the United States was watch- 
ing developments between the two nations but he 
did not know “ just what is taking place.” Neverthe- 
less. he focused on a possible positive outcome of 
Peking's approach to the Sino-Soviet talks, saying: 

“If through their discussions they can persuade the 
Soviet Union to get out of Afghanistan and in effect 
get out of Kamp uchea, so much the better.*' 

Shultz's comments contrasted with earlier sug- 
gestions by State Department officials that the 
administration would view with alarm a major thaw 
in Sino-Soviet relations. (R)

Time for West to revive dialogue with USSR

LONDON — 

The death of a Russian leader — be he tsar or 
great commissar — is an awesome event Leonid 
Brezhnev may have been the closest thing to a 
consensus ruler Russia has ever bad but bis death 
creates a new moment in Soviet affairs which can be 
turned to good or bad purposes. This places a heavy 
burden of responsibility on both the new Soviet 
leaders and statesmen in the West. 

The present tough stance of the United States, 
elaborated by the Reagan administration but taking 
shape even while Jimmy Carter was president, has 
been justified by fears of the expansion of Soviet 
power. President Reagan's tactic is to change the 
behavior of the Soviet Union by applying painful 
pressure: forcing the Soviets into an expensive arms 
race if they will not accept American arms control 
proposals; exacerbating wherever possible the 
problems of the Soviet economy and empire. 

There were no signs that this tactic was working 
while Brezhnev was alive. Most watchers of the 
Soviet scene — apart from those crusaders around 
the White House — never thought it would. But the 
American president may now be tempted by the 
hope that a. Soviet Union caught in the unpredict- 
able currents of a Kremlin succession may be more 
vulnerable to such pressure. 

This would be a gross miscalculation. In recent 
weeks Brezhnev and some of his most senior col- 
leagues in the Politburo spoke with unusual sharp- 
ness of the Soviet Union's determination to match 
American toughness with its own brand. Perhaps 
this was connected with an apprehension that 
Brezhnev's poor health wason the point of collapse 
and a desire to show Soviet policy to be rock hard at 
a time of crisis. 

There is every reason to suppose the post- 
Brezhnev Politburo will continue in this spirit if it 
deems it necessary. No one roan or group ambitious 
to come out on top can afford to seem even frac- 
tionally soft at a moment like this. 

President Reagan’s policies have had the effect of 
strengthening the hand of the generals and their 
sympathizers in Kremlin counsels. Would-be suc- 
cessors dare not cross them — yet. 

Brezhnev's death does, however, present the 
West with an opportunity of a different kind. It 
springs from both the achievements and failures of 
the Brezhnev era. .The recent failures of Soviet 
farming and the overall slowdown of the Soviet 
economy have made the West forget that Brezhnev 
until recently presided over a period of impressive 
development. The Soviet consumer is much better . 
served than when Krushchev was overthrown in 
1964. Massive investment in Soviet fanning has 
produced results: what it hasn’t been able to 


achieve is truly efficient farming that can withstand 
bad weather. 

Brezhnev also presided over the emergence of 
the Soviet Union as a military superpower equal to 
the U.S. and an unprecedented expansion of its 
global reach. It was these Soviet. achievements, 
most dramatically the creation of a Soviet “mini- 
bloc'’ in Africa after revolutions in Ethiopia. 
Angola and Mozambique, that turned detente into 
the new dirty word of American politics. 

But more recently all these Soviet achievements 
have been shown to be more limited than alarmists 
in the West supposed. Economic growth seems to 
demand a reorganization of the economy that must 
have political side-effects in a highly centralized 
state. 

The Soviets are also learning — in Cuba, in Viet- 
nam and in Afghanistan — the cost of supporting 
clients, while in Africa they have discovered that 
even self-styled Marxist-Leninist regimes do not 
wish to become controlled members of the Soviet 
bloc like Bulgaria or Czechoslovakia. 

Apart from its military strength the Soviet Union 
has not yet acquired either the economic or cultural 
allure that are needed to establish an easy 
hegemony over its clients. The near collapse of 
communism in Poland has just forced this unpleas- 
ant truth on the Soviet leadership. 

The appearance of immutability which was culti- 
vated in Brezhnev’s last years was deceptive for the 
Soviet establishment has been pondering these 
problems. The signs are that much thought has 
already been given by specialists to questions of 
economic reform. Although Soviet pronounce- 
ments on foreign policy do not admit the possibility 
of Soviet error, it would be odd if some Soviets are 
not rethinking how to achieve a stable strategic 
relationship with the West now that their old 
approach to detente has failed. 

It is here that the West’s chances lie. An arms- 
race and East- West confrontation will not allow the 
Soviets the time and sense of security needed for 
domestic changes of the scope that the Soviets, 
privately, talk of as essential. It should be the task of 
the West European governments to argue this point 
in Washington. The counterargument — that you 
should press your opponent when he is in trouble — 
is specious. It is attractive only to those who believe 
that it is the West's mission to change the Soviet 
system rather than contain ft. and who do not 
understand that this is a recipe only for counter- 
pressure from Moscow. 

Engaging the Soviet interest in East- West 
dialogue will at first be largely a matter of atmos- 
pherics. of American speeches that treat Russia as 
the puzzling and uncomfortable great power it has 
long been and not as an opponent to be pushed to 
the wall. This does not mean that only the West. 


above all America, should try to use this new 
moment in Soviet history to work toward a more 
secure world. The Soviets themselves are at a cros- 
sroads both in the direction of their internal affairs 
and how they live with the rest of the worid. Their 
old version of detente in which they saw themselves 
replacing the Americans as the historically- 
ordained new world leaders while America sat by 
and watched was and is a delusion. 

The w’orld belongs to neither and it is precisely to 
avoid catastrophe arising from its uncontrollable 
turbulence and surprises that the Soviet and Ameri- 
can allianccs’must have a working relationship. But 
the Soviets will not admit the need to think again 
about their side of the East -West bargain if all they 
hear from the United States is the rhetoric of unde- 
clared warfare. (ONS)

years too late the week's commemorations, 
were the first attempt to say “thank you” to 
the men who came back and to the families of 
those who didn't. 

Even the monument itself, on hallowed 
ground close to both the Lincoln Memorial 
and Washington Monument, has been the 
center of outrage and argument. Nothing 
could be of simpler design: sunk at one end of 
a gentle slope, the polished black slabs bear 
the names of the 57.939 who died. Reflecting 
the low winter sun and the towering obelisk 
of the Washington Monument, it was a-mov- 


ing symbol, stating simply that real people get 
killed in wars. 

A “ditch”, a “black hole", complained 
some gung-ho “vet” organizations, and now 
an eight-foot high statue of three battle- 
hardened “grunts” and the American flag are 
to be added. Honor, apparently has been 
satisfied. 

But the central trauma of Vietnam, that set 
American against American and cast a long 
shadow down the years over U.S. foreign pol- 
icy. cannot so easily be amortized. Americans 
essentially pride themselves on two things — 


winning and being right. They clearly did not 
win in Vietnam, and in the end even many of 
the soldiers who went to fight were by no 
means sure that they were right. The most 
vociferous who stayed home were only too 
sure that they weren’t. 

What has happened since in Vietnam has in 
turn shaken that moral certainty, but still 
official recognition for the “vets” is ambival- 
ent President Ronald Reagan was chairman 
of “National Salute to Vietnam Veterans" 
Week. The inspiration for the monument and 
the fund-raising came from the veterans 


themselves. 

Prime mover was Jan Scruggs, a former 
infantry corporal — a “yardbird" — who 
three years ago after seeing a Vietnam War 
movie began reliving his experiences, and 
decided to exercise the demon by taking on 
official Washington and getting the memorial 
agreed, paid for and built. 

He compared the return of his contem- 
poraries from Vietnam with the heroes' 
reception that awaited the Falklands troops 
in Britain. “ When you win everyone wants to 
share the glory; when you lose, yon blame the 
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soldiers." America has continued to confuse 
the 'warriors with the war. and Scruggs told 
stories of men who were spat on and were 
brutally informed that their dreadful injuries 
“served them right.” 

Men came to Washington during the week 
shearing they had never recovered from that 
hostility or from lost opportunities. While 
they fought other young Americans — usu- 
ally privileged enough to go to college and 
seek deferment of military service — leapt 
ahead. *Tve had nothing but garbage from 
the day I came home.” said a former helicop- 
ter crewman, who bounced from mean job to 
mean job and is now out of work. 

The veterans protest that they didn't get 
the generous treatment of men who returned 
from earlier wars, and the figures show higher 
unemployment, less good jobs, drug prob- 
lems. higher crime ram. more suicides and 
marriage break-ups among the Vietnam sur- 
vivors than among their peers. Their bitter- 
ness against draft dodgers can still be pro- 
found. 

The national psychosis takes the form of a 
deep fear of any involvement by American 
troops overseas: it reared its head when there 
was newspaper talk of U.S.- servicemen going 
to El Salvador earlier this year, and again 
when the peacekeeping contingent was sent 
to Beirut. Even Reagan, the architect of a 
massive defense build-up. feels politically 
constrained by the national gut feeling of 
“never again”. 

More now argue that this is the wrong les- 
son of Vietnam. Intervention in Korea was a 
success: in Vietnam the U.S. foiled to under- 
stand that it was getting sucked into a neo- 
colonial war of a very different stripe. Tbe 
true lesson should not be to abstain from 
responsible foreign intervention, but com- 
prebened clearly what is at stake, and then 
have the commitment to see it through. 

There remain many veterans who believe 
that America could have seen Vietnam 

through. 
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Getting staff through computer phobia

LOS ANGELES (LAT) — Imagine Bill 
Cosby touting children on the virtues of 
Jell-O and you have a picture of computer 
specialist Richard Byrne training top execu- 
tives to break through their fears of "'little 
munchkin personal computers." 

In Byrne's .world, the computer is fre- 
quently anthropomorphized. He treats it like 
a "friendly neighbor kid as opposed to an 
ominousfascist." His goaJ? To demystify the 
machine for himself and others. And to pre- 
pare people for the transformation that the 
technological revolution will undoubtedly 
bring to their lives. 

"I remember how I felt when I didn't have 
a computer and thought I should have one.” 
explains Byrne, a management consultant 
and professor at the University of Southern 
California’s Annenbcrg School of Communi- 
cations. "I felt miserable. I constantly wrote 
in my journal. 'Get on line. Richard! What’s 
the matter, you jerkP Do it! Do it! By that 
time, the exclamation points wen? tearing 
holes in the pages. Then I got a computer (in 
January 1980) and couldn't use it and I felt 
frustraied. Not miserable, but not good.” 

” By November of 1981. I finally had the 
will to learn to use it. And then I had a sense 
of elation, of absolute euphoria. Not because 
I was a skilled computer user or programmer, 
but because I had broken through 'what had 
been a real and substantial barrier. And the 
elation, the difference in the way I felt men- 


tally, physically, spiritually and socially, the 
difference was so profound that I want other 
people to experience that feeling. It has 
nothing to do with whether people choose to 
use a computer after the training. It's about 
the breakthrough process that’s so releas- 
ing.” 

So Byrne, who has done everything from 
producing documentaries to running a thea- 
ter troupe in Europe, quickly became an 
expert on getting executives through compu- 
ter phobia. In January, he and a colleague 
formed Springboard ; a firm to assist people 
to jump into the deep end of the communica- 
tions revolution, enjoy the ride and come out 
surfing “the third wave.” 

Another of Byrne’s metaphors for this 
mastery is the trapeze act. "Ever seen a trap- 
eze act?” he asks. “You’ve got to let go i of one 
bar before you grab the next bar or it’s not 
called a trapeze act. You’ve got to let go of 
the old paradigm and hang out in the void 
before you grab onto the new paradigm. In 
fact, the more uncertainty there is in bet- 
ween. the more not knowing, the more likely 
it is that you’ll come up with a creative result. 
In a trapeze act. the longer you're in the void, 
the more money you get. the more satisfac- 
tion you create and the more risk you take. 
The void is where you've got to hang out as 
you move from one position to the next.” 

Byrne has found that voids are not easy to 
negotiate when you're real comfortable in the 
old paradigm, when you’re the lord and mas- 
ter of it as many of today's executives are. 


Tve noticed that many executives, par- 
ticularly executives in high-technology com- 
panies. get nutty when you talk to them about 
personal computers.” he reports. ”A lot of 
executives are looking at retirement and 
they 1 re wondering, 'can I retire before I have 
to do this?’ or they 1 re thinking 'may be I could 
just die early.’ They hear about computers 
and they get impatient, go south, act in totally 
irrational ways.” 

Often, Byrne finds, administrators are 
simply afraid of typing. That’s right, t- 
y-p-i-n-g. hitting keys on the computer. 

“They have what they Call ‘gh-ls’ to do that. 
And rhey don’t want to do that part because 
they feel that changes them or demeans their 
status or some craziness.” If if s not typing, 
then it's the young computer genius they fear 
is going to take their job. a far more reason- 
able fear in Byrne's opinion. 

“I experience a lot of executives who are 
nervous about 1 7-year-old kids miring their 
jobs away from them.” says the 47-year-old 
professor. “They've bought a personal com- 
puter and they’ve noticed that their 7- 
year-old spends about an hour a day on it and 
in three days the ldd is writing Pascal (a fairly 
sophisticated computer language). Mean- 
while the executive is getting the computer to 
do a green line. ‘Hey Martha, look: green 
line! Now if an executive thinks he can sit 
down and keep up with a child on a computer. 

I don’t care if he has a Ph.D. from MIT. he is 
arrogant and foolish. Its like being 44 year 
old and going out for Olympic s wimming 



BLOOD IN URINE 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My doctor treats me one way and my daughter 
another. She is 22 and recently complained of passing blood in the 
urine. He examined her urine and studied a urine culture. 

Discovering bacteria, he prescribed antibiotics for what be called 
her cystitis. Her bleeding and Madder infection cleared up in a few 
weeks and he discharged her. No further tests were needed. 

About a week ago I also passed Mood in my urine. I am 48 and 
otherwise healthy. As it didn’t dear up within a few days. I visited our 
doctor. 

& referred me to a urologist after the antibiotics be prescribed 
were ineffective. Tve been told I need to undergo several special tests. 
Why aD the fuss in my case ? — Mr. D. 

Dear Mr. £)-• No two people are the same. No two cases are the 
same. Doctors keep on telling patients that — even when symptoms 
are similar. 

In your daughter's case, an uncomplicated cystitis (bladder infec- 
tion) "responded completely to antibiotic treatment No further 
examinations or special therapy were necessary. 

In your case, persisting hematuria (blood in the urine) requires 
more medical detective work. It’ s likely you will need an intravenous 
pyetograra (IVP) to determine if there are any stones or masses 
causing the bleeding. 

It is important to rule out a tumor in the bladderor kidney. In some

ultrasound and CT scanning. They help differentiate between benign 
cysts and a kidney tumor. 

Blood in the urine may also be due to tuberculosis. Whatever the 
age of the patient, Mr. D., special tests should be made if the patient 
has persistent hematuria.

Dear Mrs. W. : The answer is evident. He’ d better visit the doctor. 
Sometimes a slight abnormality, corrected, will lessen snoring prob- 
lems. 

For example, cutting down (or out) on smoking will decrease 
irritation of throat membranes. In turn, this will lessen, or eliminate, 
snoring — and bring you two together again. 

For Mrs. T. : Sudden loss of breath while in bed at night may be 
due to anxiety. Bin as you suggest, heart disease is also a possibility. 
Sometimes it is the first indication of bean muscle weakness. 

Tomorrow : Abuse of antibiotics. . 


“Kids have no unlearning to do. Kids were 
born into a world of microcomputers. None 
of us were. Like some of us still remember 
carriage return. Carriage return! That went 
out 15 years ago.” 

Byrne notes that in a crazy effort to merge 
the old paradigm (typing) with the new 
(computers), designers have installed 
“return” keys on many computer keyboards 
— even though there is nothing to be 
returned.

“Executives will punch all the buttons and 
then just before they hit the return key there 
will be this pause ... They’re remembering 
that this is not what they think it is. By that 
time the kid has got the program written, 
signed, sealed and printed.” 

When he’s not conducting training or doing 
management consulting. Byrne is usually out 
speaking. He talks on such topics as com- 
munication as a contact sport for groups as 
diverse as the Los Angeles police depart- 
ment. the American Library Association and 
the Teamsters Union — at the rate of about 
200 speeches each year. It is the time he’s 
saved by mastering computers that has 
allowed him to offer classes in them. Byrne 
says. 

He likens his class to visiting an imaginary 
food shop where the consumer could sample 
various fere. Byrne doesn’ t teach people how 
to cook, but rather how "to consume and 
decide what they really like. 

At a recent Springboard training, execu- 
tives not only sampled but instantly produced 
remarkable line, bar and pie-chart graphs 
depicting such things as the rise and fall of 
extraordinary love affairs. They discovered 
how to use the computer as a personal dip- 
ping service. 

In truth. Byrne doesn't care whether his 
students become masters of computer tech- 
nology at any level. He's concerned only that 
they know they can do it and aren't afraid of 
it. 

For some people, be finds, the greatest 
learning from his seminar is the discovery 
that they don't need a computer running their 
lives. Many people really doa't need one. 
Byrne readily aclcnowldeges. And he doesn’t 
hesitate to add that along with all the good 
news of computers, there’s plenty of bad. ' 

“That’s because a personal computer is 
like a particle accelerator.” he says. “It takes 
whatever you are and makes you more so. 
The good news is that if you're using it for 
something you’re good at, you get better. The 
bad news is that if you use it for something

Indian smokers puff way 
through health warnings

NEW DELHI (Depthnews) — In spite of 
regulatory measures to reduce smoking, 
aggressive marketing of cigarettes continues 
in India. On any given day, newspapers and 
magazines carry glittering ads of new 
cigarette brands, or old cigarettes in new pac- 
kets. 

Leading cigarette companies resort to 
ingenious methods to persuade the young to 
start smoking and the old to switch from their 
favorite brands. Advertising techniques are 
geared to. undercut the statutory warning 
required by the government to accompany 
eveiy cigarette ad: “Cigarette smoking is 
injurious to health.” 

India is the world’s third largest tobacco 
producer. Eighty percent of the tobacco 
grown is consumed locally. Seventy percent is 
consumed by means other than cigarettes as 
various forms of smoking like BuU or hookah. 
Besides, tobacco chewing and use of snuff are 
also quite popular. 

The current annual production is estimated 
at 80 billion cigarettes and 675 billion bidis. 
The number of cigarettes per adult, which 
was 100" in 1950, went up to 1 90 in 1970 and 
has stayed around this figure since then. The 
number of bidis per adult stood at around 

1.000 during 1950 to 1974, but increased to 
1,500 iii 1976-77. 

Tobacco production itself went up from 

310.000 tons in 1960-61 to 450,000 tons in 
;1 978^79; A big incentive for increased pro- 
" duction is its export potentials. From 50 mil- 
lion kilos’ worth about $40 million in 1970- - 
71, India increased its tobacco exports to 89 


million kilos worth about $150 million in 
19S0-S1. 

The European Economic Community 
recently offered to assist India in implement- 
ing a project for production, processing and 
manufacturing of tobacco for exports to the 
EEC countries. According to officials, if the 
existing sophisticated systems were made 
available to farmers. India could export 
tobacco that will suit the tastes and require- 
ments of Western consumers. 

But it looks as if India's future tobacco 
exports will have to be directed primarily 
toward other Third World countries. In the 
developing countries, cigarette smoking is 
growing at a rate of 3.9 percent. In contrast, 
the growth rate in the Western world is only 
121 percent. With the health risks widely pub- 
licized and understood, a long-term decline 
looks inevitable in the developed countries. 

But few Third World governments require 
that cigarette packets carry health warnings. 
In the absence of any legislation to control 
in discriminate sale of cigarettes or any sus- 
tained educational campaign, the risks of 
smoking are little understood. World Health 
Organization Director-General Dr. Half dan 
Mahler warns that cancer epidemic threatens 
to become one of tomorrow’s major health 
hazards in developing countries on top of 
widespread malnutrition and diseases. 

However, health hazards are ignored in the 
Third World countries in fevor of the 
economic attractions of tobacco cultivation. 
Of the total world tobacco production in 
1976 (5.6 million metric. tons), the develop- 
ing countries accounted for 3,2 million tons.

BANGKOK. Nov. 21 (AP) — Southeast 
Asian leaders continue to harbor deep suspi- 
cions of Communist China, despite the fact 
that the billion-strong giant on their northern 
flank has come wooing and has cut down 
support to pro-Peking revolutionaries in 
Asia, an Associated Press survey shows. 

“China has never abandoned her scheme 
to win hegemony over the region,” 
Indonesia's intelligence chief Cen. Yoga 


Sugama said recently. Malaysian Prime 
Minister Mahathir Muhammad told news- 
men earlier this month that China would con- 
tinue to be regarded as a threat as long as it 
did not totally renounce its support for the 
outlawed, pro- Peking Communist Party of 
Malaya. 

In Burma, China's basic claim to being a 
friend of the region — and a bulwark against 
the Soviet Union — has come under serious 


Film likens Viets to Nazis 


HONG KONG, Nov. 21 (AFP) — A 
Chinese-backed film on Asia's tragicboat 
people", made by the young Hong Kong 
director Ann Hui, has become a box-office 
hit here — and is bound to cause regional 
political quarrels as the Vietnam govern- 
ment is linked to the Nazis. 

"Boat people,” released here in late 
October, has set box office records with one 
million viewers in the first three weeks, and 
has already made 11 million Hong Kong 
dollars (over $1.5 million). Its actual title 
should be more like The haws and wkys of a 
boat - person , as it equates the Vietnamese 
government with Hitler's Nazi regime. 

Most of the film takes place on land, since 
the producers decided against making it at 
sea as originally planned. From the outset, 
the film was deeply mired in politics. The 
producers, former leftist actress Xia Meng, 
had it shot on location in China with help 
from the Peking government and extras 
from the People's Liberation Army. 

Peking, the sworn enemy of Hanoi since 
the 1979 Sino- Vietnamese war. allowed 
miss Hui to use southern China's Zhanjiang 
and Hainan Island as location sets since 
they resemble certain parts of Vietnam. Hie 
script had to be approved by the authorities, 
and their only objections were over explicit 
love scenes. 

Miss Hui, 35, explained: ** I didn’ t want to 
make a political movie. There is no political 
bias in it.” She based her film on interviews 
in the past three years with about 100 Viet- 
namese '' boat people" in Hong Kong and 
China. 

"Vietnam is just a convenient back- 
ground for a film against oppression. 1 was 
very shocked when I was told that I accused 
the Vietnamese government in my film,” 
she added. “ My intention was to make a 


film about human rights.” Asked if she 
would shoot the same kind of film on 
oppression in China, perhaps about the Cul- 
tural Revolution era, she replied unhesitat- 
ingly: *' Yes, I would.” 

The producer wants to sell” boat people” 
to Peking where it would probably be seen 
as a film denouncing the brutality of the 
Vietnamese regime. But Miss Hui said that 
Taiwan wants the film for another reason: 
Its denunciation of Communist regimes in 
general, which would also include China. 
However, Peking could hardly distribute a 
film that was being used elsewhere as anti- 
communist propaganda. 

Selection committees for the Cannes and 
other film festivals may well have to deal 
with the sensitive political problems in 
screening such a work as “boat people.” 
Miss Hui. who studies at the Film Institute 
in London, made her debut directing 
documentaries and Hong Kong television 
melodramas before turning out two drama- 
tic films and a comedy which were moderate 
successes here. 

“Boat people” is the story of a Japanese 
photographer who was a supporter of Viet- 
nam during its war with the United States. 
But when he returns three years later, he 
quickly runs up against a wall of poverty, 
injustice, brutality, totalitrianism and offi- 
cial corruption. 

Miss Hui. small and plump in her baggy 
work clothes, has made a powerful film, 
well edited and photographed but 
extremely violent, according to critics and 
viewers in Hong Kong. Men are dragged off 
the streets into forced labor. 

Children nonchalantly search the pockets 
of freshly executed corpses and the hero 
ends up as a human torch, shot at while 
carrying diesel fuel. ,

question. Government officials maintain that 
while Peking has cut back on some aid to the 
Burmese Communist Party, the rebels con- 
tinue to receive infusions of weapons, 
ammunition and other military hardware. 

China has sought closer ties with its south- 
ern, non-communist neighbors since the 
mid-1970s, a trend fostered by a de- 
rad realization of tbe Peking leadership, grow- 
ing Soviet power in the region and better 
relations with the United States. Since the 
1978 Vietnamese invasion of Cambodia, 
Peking and tbe five states of the Association 
of Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN) have 
also had a common cause: getting the pro- 
Soviei Vietnamese out of Cambodia. 

But anxieties and mistrust continue in tbe 
face of China's sheer size, potential power 
and a Communist ideology, which although 
relatively pragmatic today could again return 
to Maoist-style radicalism and add revolution 
to its list of exports. 

What also irks Southeast Asian leaders, 
who preside over increasingly prosperous 
societies, is that Peking has never fully 
renounced its “dual track” diplomacy — in 
tbe words of a Burmese proverb, “carrying a 
water pail in one hand and a fiery torch in the 
other.” 

China, however has come closer over the 
past two years to rejecting tbe idea that its 
government could maintain friendly ties with 
another nation's government, while simul- 
taneously its Communist Party could provide 
support to the “fraternal” Communist Party 
in that nation. 

Premier Zhao Ziyang, touring Southeast 
Asia in February 1981, promised that only 
“political moral support 9 ' to fraternal parties 
would henceforth be extended. At the Chin- 
ese Communist Party’s 12th congress last 
September Chairman Hu Yaobang said that 
while fraternal parties should help each other 
it was “absolutely impermissible to issue 
orders or run things from outside for others.” 

Some political analysts in the region doubt 
that Peking could afford to cease all support 
to pro- Peking groups. Says one knowledge- 
able Western diplomat in Bangkok, 
“everyone agrees that the amount of Chinese 
aid to the Thai Communists is way down, but 
tbe idea that the Chinese are out of the game 
completely is insane. “Tbe Chinese realize 
that reducing aid below a certain level would 
invite tbe Soviets, and maybe tbe Vietnam- 
ese. to step in."

U.K. press attacks France 


LON DON, Nov. 21 (AFP) — Most Brit- 
ish Sunday newspapers scathingly criticized 
France for resuming delivery of Exocet mis- 
siles to Argentina. 

But The Sunday Times commented that 
the British indignation was “unjustified ... 
Far from making open-handed weapon 
sales to the junta in Buenos Aires, the 
French government appears to be restrict- 
ing arms supplies.” The weekly reported 
that Paris had not yet fully honored a 1980 
contract to seQ 40 Exocets to Argentina. 

Tbe editorial said tbe strategic position in 
the Sooth Atlantic had altered drastically to 
the advantage of the British since an Argen- 
tine Exocet sank the destroyer Sheffield off 
the Falkland Islands last May. 

Radar stations had been set up to warn of 
the approach of Etendard planes carrying 
Exocets. 12 Phantom fighter planes were 
based in the Falkland*. and the aircraft car- 
rier ittusirious was patrolling tbe South 


Atlantic. 

CapL Julio Lavezzo, head of the Argen- 
tine procurement mission in Paris, told The 
Sunday Times: “ We are not getting every- 
thing we would like from France. The 
French are doing their best to help Argen- 
tina, and at the same time to be as good as 
they can to tbe British.” 

Yet The Sunday Times , leading article 
asked if tbe resumption of Exocet deliveries 
was not “too hasty". France was putting 
trade ahead of British feelings and allied 
unity. 

The Sunday Express called the Exocet 
delivery a “knife in the back .. How would 
France have liked it if, during the violent 
Algerian conflict, Britain had been supply- 
ing vital arms to Algerians.” 

The Mad Sunday called the French “our 
perfidious' friends'. '* It urged Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher to harden her posi- 
tion in her differences with France. 


Romania fires trade minister 


BUCHAREST, Romania, Nov. 21 (AP) 
— Communist Romania, struggling with a 
shortage-stricken economy and huge foreign 
debt, has replaced its minister for foreign 
trade, the state- run Age rp res news agency 
reported. No reason was given for tbe 
change, tbe third in the Romanian cabinet 
within recent weeks. 

According to Agerpres, Nicolae Constan- 
tin, tbe minister of foreign trade and interna- 
tional economic cooperation, was removed 
from his post by presidential decree. He is to 
be replacedby Vasile Ungan, a close adviser 
to state president and party -chief Nicolae 


Ceausescu, the agency said. 

Constantin took over the foreign trade post 
last May, after former Minister Cormel Bur : 
tica was fired- 

On Nov. 1, Emilian Do b re sc u was 
removed for health reasons from his post, as 
chief of tbe country’ s central planning com- 
mission. and Dumitru Popa. the minister for 
industrial construction, was replaced by Ion 
Petrc.

Disputes halt 
2 U.K. papers 

LONDON. Nov. 21 (AP) -Two British 
national newspapers failed to appear on Sun- 
day following industrial deputes involving 
prim workers. 

At the widely respected Sunday Telegnph, 
dismissal notices wens sent to 40 machine 
room production employees after they defied 
their union and staged a wildcat strike, ore- 
venting publication of tbe paper. All 900.000 
copies were lost. 

The strikers, members of the I97,0W>- 
strong Society of Graphical and Allied 
Trades, also struck last week at the sister 
Daily Telegraph , halting production of that 
paper for three days in the south of England. 

The continuing action, over a complex sick 
pay scheme and plans by the company to 
withdraw one of 1 5 priming presses and lay 
off 22 staff, prompted a management warn- 
ing that both papers would be placed in 
jeopardy if the dispute goes on much longer. 

“If it continues, h must put the financial 
state of the company at some risdk” said 
Sunday Telegraph general manager Hugh 
Lawson. "We are not in a position to afford 
these sums of money,” he said, referring to 
the reported 800.000 pounds (5 1 -28 million) 
lost by both papers since the stoppage began. 
He said the dismissal notices may be resci- 
nded “when normal working resumes.” 

In a separate dispute, the mass-circulation 
Sunday People failed to appear in the south 
because of an inter-union dispute that repor- 
tedly had been simmering for several days. 
Some 2 million copies of the paper were tost. 
Tbe disputes are the latest setbacks in an 
industry plagued in recent years by industrial 
troubles. 

Son Sann in Peking 

PEKING, Nov. 21 (AP) — Communist 
China gave a full ceremonial welcome Sun- 
day to Son Sann, premier of the Cambodian 
coalition formed recently to try to drive Viet- 
namese forces out of Cambodia. 

Chinese Premier Zhao Ziyang presided 
and Son Sann reviewed a Chinese military 
honor guard and received shouts of greeting 
from children waving bouquets, the official 
Xinhua news agency reported. 

Chinese officials on hand to welcome Son 
Sann included both new Foreign Minister Wu 
Xueqian and the man he replaced on Friday, 
Huang Hua, Xinhua said. As a state councilor 
equivalent in rank to vice premier Huang was 
listed first. 

Son Sann, a non-Communist, arrived 
Saturday for talks in China, one of the major 
backers of the resistance coalition that also 
includes Prince Norodom Sihanouk as presi- 
dent and Khieu Samphan, leader of the 
Communist Khmer Rouge, as vice president.

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OAS fails to agree 
on two main issues

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WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (AFP) — The 
llth general assembly of the Organization of 
American Stares ended m Washington with- 
out an agreement on two main points — the 
conflicts in Central America and the propos- 
als to reform the organization' s structure in 
favor of Spanish-speaking countries. 

On the first point, neither Nicaragua nor 
Honduras offered resolutions on their con- 
flicting positions in Central America. 
Nicaragua, which has accused Honduras of 
supporting rebels based along the border 
between the two countries, believes its new 
position as a member of the United Nations 
Security Council will give it a better chance to 
press its claims in the U.N. than in the OAS. 
This position was stated by Nicaragua's 
Deputy Foreign Minister Victor Hugo 
Tinoco. 

Meanwhile, Honduran Foreign Minister 
Edgardo Paz Bam ica rejected any idea of a 
meeting with Nicaraguan officials to discuss 
the claims, which Honduras has denied. 

On the second question, that of a reform of 
the OAS, most countries said they supported 
it. But divisions arose on the type of reform. 
Nicaragua implicitly sought the exclusion of 
the United States, while others, such as Peru 
and Colombia favored less radical measures 
on strengthening the Latin American ties 
within the OAS. 

Among agreements that were reached, 
perhaps the most controversial was the call 
for a negotiated solution that would give 
Bolivia access to the Pacific Ocean. That 
issue, which has caused frictions between the 
two countries for years, provoked a Chilean 
walkout late Friday as it neared a vote. 
Bolivia' s coast was lost to Chile in the Pacific 
war of 1879.

Thai hike rolled back 

BANGKOK. Nov. 21 (AFP) — The Thai 
government, bowing to pressure from 
hunger strikers, students and workers, has 
rolled back a recent 33 percent increase in 
public bus fares in a move that may 
boomerang against Prime Minister Prem Tio- 
sulanonda. 

Gen. Prem announced the decision, pend- 
ing an ad hoc committee enquiry, at an air-' 
port news conference Saturday night after 
returning from a four-day official visit^ to 
China. Tile rollback was the second of its kind 
since March 1981. 

Observers said it could trigger the resigna- 
tion of Communications Minister Adm. 
Amom Sirikaya and his deputy Veira 
Musihapong. who had repeatedly told protes- 
ters the government would not back down 
aaain. Up to 20 persons had been on hunger 
strikes outside government house for up to 
four days, backed by student and worker 
rallies mvolving.hqndreds.of people. 


rights provision asking that cases of missing 
persons be investigated. The resolution did 
not name specific countries, and some mem- 
bers called it too vague and general. Ven- 
ezuela, for example, said human rights ques- 
tions should be treated “in a frank and open 
way.” “Friendship should not mean com-, 
promise with mistakes,” a Venezuelan rep- 
resentative said. 

The Falkland question, which may have 
sparked the Latin American movement away 
from the United States — which backed Bri- 
tain against Argentina — was also the subject 
of a resolution. The OAS voted in favor of 
resumed discussions on the islands' * 
sovereignty, in a measure that received U.S. 
backing. There was no opposition to the 
move, and only seven English-speaking 
Caribbean countries abstained. 

The OAS also agreed on resolutions expre- 
ssing regret over restrictive U.S. import 
measures on some Latin American products, 
notably in textiles. That vote, was part of a 
discussion on the economic crisis, described 
by participants as the worst the Western 
hemisphere has experienced in 50 years. 

Another resolution demanded that the 
United States lift an embargo on tuna imports 
from Ecuador, Mexico and Peru. The next 
general assembly of the OAS was set for next 
November in Washington. That decision, 
reached to save money, broke a tradition 
under which OAS general assemblies alter- 
nate each year between Latin American 
countries and the headquarters here.

He will be honored for " crossing cultural

The other individual award — “ for sig- 
nificant personal executive achievement ” — 
will go to Altio Morita. co-founder of the 
Sony Corporation. 
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Mitterrand’s 1 - week trip 
to boost 3rd World ties 
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PARIS Nov. 21 (AFP) — President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand leaves Wednesday for a 
onc-week trip to Egypt and India which will 
reaffirm France's traditional ties with the 
Third World. He would cam’ “a message of 
bean and reason” in underlining two of 
France's major foreign policy concerns, 
peace in the Middle East and support for the 
independence of nonaligned Third World 
countries, presidential spokesman Michel 
VauzelJe said. 

According to observers here. France rec- 
ognized the key roles Egypt and India play in 
their respective zones of influence, their dip- 
lomatic positions, and their potential as two 
of the major industrial nations south of the 
Mediterranean. 

In Egypt from next Wednesday to Satur- 
day. Mitterrand, who attended the Cairo fun- 
eral of the late President Anwar Sadat 1 3 
months ago. would be making one of his key 
visits since being elected in May last year, 
officials said. 

Mitterrand and Egyptian- President Hosni 
Mubarak share near-identical stands on 
peace in the Middle East, midway between 
the American and Arab positions. Paris and 
Cairo jointly sponsored a resolution in the 
United Nations Security Council calling for 
mutual recognition between the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization and Israel, and reaf- 
firming the right of existence of all nations in 
the region and the “legitimate rights” of the 


Palest in iun people. 

Mitterrand and Mubarak took similar posi- 
tions regarding Iasi September s peace prop- 
osals at the Arab summit in Morocco. .And 
U.S. President Ronald Reagan’s peace offen- 
sive. with Mubarak tilting toward the Ameri- 
can position. 

Regarding India, officials here emphasize a 
special relationship between Paris and New 
Delhi, which share a preoccupation w ith their 
independence and have many converging 
economic interests. Although France is not a 
nonaligned nation like India, it insists on 
maintaining its liberty of choice and decision 
as a member of the Western alliance, as the 
recent problem with Washington over U.S. 
trade sanctions against the Soviet Union 

demonstrated. 

France's relation with India is one of the 
three pillars of its Third World diplomatic 
policy, the other two being Mexico and 
Algeria. With these countries'. France shares 
not only common political views regarding 
the East- West conflict but also' many 
economic interests. 

India recently signed a contract to buy,4fl 
French Mirage 200U fighter bom be rs with - the % 
possibility of producing more than 1 00 under 
license, and is negotiating to buy French 
uranium for its nuclear reactor at Tarapur. 

France also has signed an accord to build 
two telephone exchanges in India, seen here 
as symbolizing North- South cooperation.

Francoist party dissolved 


MADRID, Nov. 21 (API -- The 
ultraright- wing political party Fuerza Nueva 
(New force), formed to keep alive the mem- 
ory of Gen. Francisco Franco, was dissolved 
after its poor showing in last month* s general 
elections. 

The party's leader. Bias Pinar. said Sunday 
that Fuerza Nueva was dissolved but the * 
group “will continue as an ideology move- 
ment.” Pinar, which formed the party with 
groups of Francoists after Franco's death 
seven years ago, said the party “was com- 
pletely alone" in the Oct. 28 elections. 

He' added that the party, which always 
opposed ahortion and divorce, “was aban- 
doned by the Catholic Church." 

Pinar added that Fuerza Nueva had also 
been abandoned by the armed forces, the 
industrialists, institutions and -others which 
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backed the popular alliance. 

Fuerza Nueva lost its only seal in the lower 
house of parliament In last month' s elections 
when the Socialist Workers Party under 
premier-elect Felipe Gonzalez won an abso- 
lute majority with 202 seats in the 350-seat 
congress of deputies which guaranteed them 
control over the four-year legislature for the 
first time in Spanish history. 

Pinar, a Madrid notary public, won Fuerza 

Nueva's only seat in 1 979 parliamentary elec- 
tions. Popular alliance, headed by Franco's 
former Information and Tourism Minister, 
Manuel Fraga, became the principal opposi- 
tion party with 106 seats. 

Meanwhile, an estimated 3,000 persons 
attended a mass to commemorate the seventh 
anniversary of the death of Franco Saturday 
-in northwest of Madrid. 


BONN, Nov. 21 (API — West Germany's 
small liberal Free Democrat Party showed 
itself still bitterly divided by its switch from 
former Chancellor Helmut Schmidt to the 
conservatives of Chancellor Helmut kohl at a 
session of state party caucus Saturday. 

In Hesse, where the free Democrats 
recorded their worst vote ever, just 3.1 per- 
cent. in state elections nine days after they 
deserted Schmidt Sept. 17. the slate party 
elected new leader Wolfgang Gerhardt. a 
lawyer who supports the switch to kohl. 

But Gerhardt' selection was clouded by the 
dramatic resignation from the party Friday of 
Andreas von Schoeler. a state minister. 
Gerhardt had hoped to unite the party by 
naming Von Schoeler as his deputy. 

In Schleswig-Holstein, a state party caucus 
decided to go for coalition with Schmidt's 
Social Democratic Party after state elections 
next spring. The congress also heard that 30U 
of the 4.700 members in the state had left the 
party in protest at the switch to the conserva- 
tives. 

But in the Rhineland- Palatinate, the party- 
voted for a coalition with conservatives mir- 
roring that in Bonn. 

Some Democrats in Hamburg, where vot- 
ers go to the polls Dec. 19 after electing a 
parliament in state polls last June, also voted 


fora coalition u jib the Christian Democrats. 

At the West Berlin congress, leftist rebels 
opposing the new Bonn government alliance 
held a separate meeting and they may form a 
new party at another meeting in Bonn at the 
end of this month. 

Last week. Social Democrat Party leader 
made an offer to leftist Liberals to join his 
party before early national elections next 
March. The standing of the Free Democrats 
is vital to Kohl's efforts to maintain his new 
coalition after the March elections. 

If the small Liberal Party fails to cross the 
five percent vote for parliamentary represen- 
tation in West Germany, kohl will be left 
cither without a majority in the Bonn parlia- 
ment or w ith an absolute conservative major- 
ity that would strengthen the position of his 
conservative Bavarian rival Franz-Josef 
Strauss. 

Strauss is head of the Christian Social 
Union, sister party to kohl's Christian 
Democratic Union. Sources in the leadership 
of the Bavarian party told the Associated 
Press in Munich Saturday, Strauss, who is 
currently state premier and docs not sit in the 
Bundestag, the lower house of the Bonn par- 
liament, would aim for a parliamentary seat 
in the March elections.

U.S.call to shun protectionism

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 AP) - Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan called on America's 
trading partners to work -for open markets 
and reject protectionist policies that insulate 
their countries from world competition. 

• Free trade serves the cause of economic 
progress and it serves the cause of world 
peace," the U.S. president said in his weekly 
radio broadcast to the nation. " When gov- 
ernments get too involved in trade, economic 


costs increase and political disputes multiply. 
Peace is threatened." 


Reagan's address came four days in 
advance of a meeting of free-world trading 
ministers in Geneva, Switzerland. 

Declaring that the international trading 
system is at a crossroads, Reagan said, 
"either free- world countries go forward and 
sustain the drive .toward more open markets 
or they risk sliding back toward the mistakes 
of the past and succumbing to the evils of 
more and more government intervention, 
and this is really no choice at all." 

He said the United States “will reject pro- 
tectionist and defeatist proposal^' and “will 
set new goals and lay out a program for limit- 
ing government intervention in world mar- 
kets." *■ We will lead with a clear sense of our 
own commercial interests and a quiet deter- 
mination to defend these interests," said 
Reagan. 

“Let no one misunderstand us, he 
added." We're generous in our goals and we 
intend to use our full power to achieve these 
goals. “ We seek to plug the holes m the boat 
of free markets and free trade and get it mov- 
ing again in the direction of prosperity," 
Reagan said. " And no one should mistake 
our determination to use our full power and 
influence to prevent others from destroying 
the boat and sinking us all.” 

Reagan said the world is in the grip of the 
longest recession since World War II. “ We 
are reminding the world that, yes, we all have 


serious problems, '* said Reagan. “But our 
economic system based on individual free- 
dom, private initiative and free trade has 
produced more human progress than any 
other in history.”' 

In his Call for “free and lair trade," the 
president did not note that his administration 
has negotiated some trade agreements which 
economists would say are trade barriers, not- 
ably the 1981 agreement with Japan by which 
that country promised to hold its auto Ship- 
ments to the United States to 1 .68 million 
cars a year for two years. 

In October, The administration reached an 
agreement with European steelmakers by 


which shipment of some products to the 
United States will be curtailed On Tuesday, 
Reagan said he might impose measures to 
protect the U.S. specialty steel industry. In 
both steel cases, the administration argues 
that European governments have been 
unfairly subsidizing exports. 


Noting that some Americans seek barriers 
against imports to protect U.S. jobs, Reagan 
said" there are some who seem to believe that 
we should run up the American flag in 
defense of our markets. They would 
embrace protectionism again to home mar- 
kets from world competition. 


U.K.’s merchant fleet hard hit 


LONDON. Nov. 21 (R) — Britain's mer- 
chant navy, which fulfilled its role in the Falk- 
land Islands campaign relatively unscathed, is 
being savaged by a severe recession in the 
world shipping industry. 

So great is the toll in the number of ships 
being scrapped or sold that there are 
fears that Britain, traditionally one of the 
world* s great trading nations, may soon cease 
to be a major maritime power. 

As many ships are now being lost to the 
recession each week as were sunk by Argen- 
tina during the 10-week battle for Britain's 
South Atlantic colony, industry sources say. 

At the height of the battle for the Falk- 
lands, seized by Argentina last April over SO 
merchant ships were employed as troopships 
floating hospitals and even minesweepers. 

Butifthe recession continues to take its toll 
at the present rate, shipowners say future 
governments could have difficulty in gather- 
ing together a sufficient quantity of suitable 
ships to mount such a campaign again. “ It is 
not just numbers. It is a question of having 
the right type of ships available, ” a spokes- 


man for the owners organization, the General 
Council of British Shipping, said. 

From a peak of 1,614 ships amounting to 
SO million deadweight tons(dwt) in 1975, the 
fleet has shrunk to 919 vessels and total ton- 
nage of 27 million. And the losses are con- 
tinuing at the rate of two ships a week. 

The slowdown in industrial activity caused 
by the world recession together with the more 
efficient use of coal has led to drop of 50 
percent the amount of oil carried on the high 
seas compared with the mid-1970s. The 
result is a vast overs apply of oil cankers on Che 
world shipping market. 

Bri tain' s tanker fleet has fallen to 18 mil- 
lion dwt from 30 million in 1975 and British 
Petroleum, the world’s sixth largest oil com- 
pany, announced last month it intended to 
sell or scrap about one-third of its. fleet, 
because of felling oil demand. 

The story has been the same in the dry bulk 
cargo market, which covers non-oil traffic. 
The industrial recession has slashed world 
demand for steel and this in turn has reduced 
consumption of commodities used in steel- 
makine. such as coal.

Korea excels in forestation 


PARIS. Nov. 21 (R) — France's Socialist 
dominated national assembly approved 
government proposals aimed at holding 
down 1983 expenditure as part of the coun- 
try’s austerity drive. 

* The ^proposals allow for government 
expenditure next year of 881 billion francs. 

. ($120 billion). a rise of 11.8 percent oven 
the 1982 target, and for a 1983 budget 
deficit of 118 billion francs ($16 billion). 

Budget Minister Laurent Fa bins has said 
such a deficit would be under three percent 
.of gross domestic product and consistent

if amended wfll again be debated by the 
assembly, a finance ministry official said. 

Gulf team in Taipei 

TAIPEI, Nov. 21 (CN A) — A group of six 
importers from Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Iraq 
and Egypt arrived in Taipei recently to pur- 
chase locally-made auto parts. 

In the past four years, a focal agent for 
those importers said, the importers from 
Sandi Arabia, Kuwait and Egypt Arabia 
have bought $12 million worth of auto parts 
from this country. 


BANGKOK, Nov. 21 (Depthnews) — 
Although the overall record of reforestation 
in the Asia- Pacific region is dismal, several 
success stories in Korea, Philippines. India 
hnd Communist China have kindled new hope 
among foresters and government planners. 

The reason is not hard to find. Many of the 
projects feature innovative approaches that 
may find wide use elsewhere in the world, 
particularly in developing nations. In refores- 
tation, South Korea has emerged as the 
model- Within ten years, the face of the 
Korean countryside* has been transformed. 

As recently as 1970, South Korea was a 
barren, denuded country plagued by soil ero- 
sion. Its hillsides were eroded, and the land 
had lost most of its water retention capacity. 
But as of 1 977, some 643,000 hectares — 
roughly half the area in rice — had been 
planted with fast growing trees. 

The success is due primarily to the organ- 
ization of federally linked Village forestry 
associations and the direct participation by 
villagers in reforestation efforts. Through the 
association composed of representative of 
each of its households, each participating vil- 
lage plants, tends and -harvests the woodlots 
without pay. 

Another reforestation success story is 
beginning to take shape in the Philippines. 
Throughout the past years, the country’s for- 
est areas have suffered rapid depletion due to 
a number of exploitative practices. The most 
damaging were the uncontrolled timber 


extraction and the widespread phenomenon 
of shifting cultivation. 

To avert further degradation of forests, the 
government five years ago, launched a mas* 
sive reforestation drive through PROFEMor 
the Program for Forest Ecosystem Manage- 
ment. Spearheaded by the ministry ofnatural 
resources in cooperation with several other 
agencies, the program integrated ail govern- 
ment, private sector and citizenry efforts in a 
massive campaign to replenish, conserve, 
widely utilize and protect the country’s fore- 
sts. 

The story of the community forestry suc- 
cess story in Gujarat in western India also 
bears telling. Several years ago, the state 
forestry office began to see that existing for* 
est reserves, however, skillfully managed, 
could not begin to satisfy the focal firewood 
needs. In 19b9. Gujarat launched a village 
woodlot development program, planting 
trees on roadside strips, irrigation canal 
banks and other state-owned land. The idea 
in each case was to let nearby community 
take responsibility for managing the wood- 
Jots. 

The story of China's forests is also worth 
noting. Between 1 949 and 1978, official fig-, 
ures show, China's forested areas expanded 
from 5 percent of the country to 12.7 percent. 
This upturn reflects the country's massive 
mobilization of labor during the off-season 
for reforestation and other efforts to reduce 
flooding and soil erosion.

Pound’s plunge leads to metal prices firming 


LONDON, Nov. 21 (AFP) — The 
further weakness of sterling, which at one 
point depredated by more than three per- 
cent since last Friday, had generally finning 
effect in most commodity markets this 
week. 

Notable exceptions were tin and nickel. 
But dealers reported that some operators 
were frightened of the volatile currency 
movements and had withdrawn temporarily 
from the markets to give things time settle 
down. 

Tempering the rise in prices were com- 
ments that sterlings fell meant that lower 
British interest rates soon could be ruled 
out At the same time there were indica- 
tions of higher short-term interest rates in 
the United States. 

Sharp erratic movements on world stock 
exchanges also tended to undermine confi-- 
deuce, as did problems in the steel industry. 
There were more layoffs in British steel 
plants, and more cut-backs are planned in 
the European Economic Community. 

In base metals, lead struggled to recover 
from a 21-month low. Coffee remained a 
firm feature, moving to a new two and a half 
year high. Sugar was its highest for four 
months. 

„ Gold: Firmer. Bullion prices moved 


higher in unison with overseas markets, 
despite the dollar’s early gains on foreign 
exchange markets. Trading remained in a 
narrow range throughout the week, with 
short-covering at lower levels and profit- 
taking at the top. But late baying developed 
as the dollar fell back. 

Copper: Firmer. Last week’s lower trend 
was quickly reversed on news that one of 
Zambia's major mines, Nkana (ex 
Rhokana), had stopped production because 
of an explosion in electrical apparatus. The 
sharp 20,775-ton rise in stocks to 197,000 
tons, the highest in three and a half years, 
was believed to be the biggest-ever weekly 
rise. 


sion. but the improvement in zinc gave 
modest help. 

Zinc: Irregular. Speculative selling 
developed quickly after the 11th successive 
weekly rise in stocks (up 1,325 tons to 
y5,125 tons — 50 percent more than in 
June). But prices rallied later because of 
sterling's fell. 

Recent losses were par- 
tially recovered as gold and New York went 
firmer.

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Fanfani, close aides 
view austerity steps

ROME. Nov. 21. (R) — Senate leader 
A min to re Fanfani Sunday debated with close 
aides the painful choice of austerity measures 
his formative government will have to adopt 
in the fight against inflation and runaway 
public spending. 

Devaluation of the lira in order to curb 
imports and make Italian goods more com- 
pe drive abroad is one possibility. Italian 
newspapers reported Sunday following 
another intensive round of meetings in the 
senate leader's office. 

Although Socialist participation in Italy's 
43rd postwar government alongside the 
Christian Democrats now seems certain. Fan- 
fani has run into unforeseen difficulties about 
the c ' economic austerity package, political 
sources said.

Saturday night 
studied with his parry leader Ciriaco de Mrta 
a bleak picture of the Italian economy pre- 
sented the previous day by Bank of Italy 
Governor Carlo Ciampi. 

Several members of the private employers’ 
federation.

chronic trade deficit throu gh improved 
exports. 

A freeze of prices and wages might now 
win the support of Socialists as welt as Christ- 
ian Democrats in view of the deteriorating 
rate of inflation and of its main cause, public 
spending, political sources said. 

Latest official figures put the increase in 
consumer prices at an annual 17.2 percent, 
the highest of any major Western industrial 
nation. 

The Christian Democratic Party doctrine is 
to attack the problem by reducing the cost of 
labor and by sleshing at least 15.000 billion 
lira (S10 billion) a year from government 
expenditure, which is naming at 70.000 bil- 
lion ($45 billion) so far this year. 

Fanfanfs two-year discussion with De 
Mita caused some newspapers to speculate 
that the senate leader might be trying to 
accommodate the rival Socialist view — that 
workers should not bear the full brunt of 
economic hardship.

French poses threat to EEC 


BRUSSELS. Nov. 21 (AFP) — Trade 
ministers of the 10 European Economic 
Community (EEC) countries expect a dif- 
ficult meeting here Monday following 
France's warning that it will take an out- 
spoken line on GATT ministerial talks open- 
ing in Geneva on Wednesday. 

French External Trade Minister Michel 
Jobert said in an AFP interview in Paris this 
weekend France could not accept the way the 
EEC commission had failed to respect its 
mandate in preparatory talks for the GATT 
{General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade) 
meeting. 

France has warned the other nine EEC 
countries it intends to launch “a very strong 
reaction" Monday and another dash is poss- 


ible over its particularly tough line against 
textile imports from Hong Kong. South 
Korea and Macao. 

Talks with Hong Kong, which supplies 20 
percent of made-up clothes imported by the 
EEC from cheap producer countries, are 
almost deadlocked. 

EEC ministers Monday must decide 
whether to make additional concessions to 
Southeast ASIA textile countries which are 
still refusing to renew their bilateral agree- 
ments with the EEC for 1983 to 1986. 

On the GATT talks, community sources 
here have indicated that a draft final state- 
ment prepared for the GATT ministerial 
meeting falls short of the joint position which 
the EEC commission was mandated to press.

LONDON. Nov. 21 (AP) — On the elec- 
tion trial in 1 979, Margaret Thatcher waved 
two shopping baskets, one full and one half- 
era pry, ro demonstrate to voters how much 
less their money bought after five years of 
socialism. 

Since then, the Conservative Party leader 
who became Britain's first woman prime 
minister has pursued her good housekeeping 
style of economics with a doggedness that has 
cut inflation to 6.8 percent, its lowest here in 
10 years. 

Her critics charge That the price of Thatch- 
erism has been lengthening dole lines and 
slumping industrial output in an economy hit 
by world recession and squeezed fun her by 
her tight money polices. 

Polls, however, show that voters would put 
Mrs. Thatcher back for another five-year 
term if she stood for election now — despite 
record post- 193 Us unemployment of 3.3 mil- 
lion or 13.8 percent. It was 1.3 million when 
she took office. 

Her electoral support confounds the tradi- 
tional unpopularity of British administrations 
past- mid-term, and reflects both hope and 


hopelessness. 

There are those who believe Thatcherism, 
however, painful, is gradually turning around 
the economy after generations of profligacy. 
and who want her to have a second term to 
finish the job. 

But others are simply resigned to her often 
repeated assertion: "there is no alternative.” 
"So it hurts. But 1 think you've got to swallow 
the medicine. I'D vote Tory’ again." says Bir- 
mingham Secretary Ineke Nesbitt. 42. whose 
husband has been laid off for two years in an 
area where unemployment has trebled by i 8 
percent since the last election. 

Mrs. Thatcher retuns: " There is no future 
in returning to when the government's repu- 
tation at home and Britain's reputation 
abroad was that of a spendthrift and supplic- 
ant.” 

This dialogue is gening shriller with an 
election perhaps a year away. The ” monetar- 
ist” experiment itself shows mixed results, it 
is 3 1 /: years since she caught the public imagi- 
nation by offering lower taxes, freer rein for 
private enterprise, labor union curbs, lower 
inflation and state spending.

Turkey faces gloomy outlook 


ANKARA. Nov. 21 1AFP) — The Turkish 
economy faces critical times this winter 
despite an improved trade balance, economic 
sources here have forecast, while blaming the 
slump in the Middle East oil market. 

Official sources announced recently that 
Turkey's exports in the first nine months of 
this year totaled S3.8 billion, representing an 
increase of 26.9* percent on the same period 
last year. Imports decreased by 4.S percent, 
totaling S6.2 billion over the same period. 

But the outlook is gloomy according to 
economic analysts here who all agree that the 
country will soon face a bottleneck in exports 
after a boom lasting two years. 

Countries like Iran. Iraq and Libya, which 
take the largest share of Turkey's exports, 
will no longer be attractive markets for Turk- 
ish exports because they all offer crude oil in 
return. 

All the oil producing countries in the reg- 
ion are facing difficulties because of stagna- 
tion and recession in their own economies. 

Faced with an over-abundance of offers of 


crude oil and pci ml products from tts neigh- 
bors. Turkey is now trying lo switch its trade 
tow ard new markets. Limited refining capac- 
ity and the difficulty of selling the oil it holds, 
has also forced Turkey to change tactics. 

Turkey recently reportedly canceled its 
trade agreement with Iran based un reciproc- 
ity to be replaced w ith trade in hard currency, 
although this has nut been officially- 
announced yet. 

Turkey, which has long imported raw fer- 
tilizers from Jordan, has switched 10 Tunis 
and Egypt, thus reducing its e\pons of food 
to Jordan, but increasing exports to the new 
markets... exports to Tunis this year have 
risen by 141) percent. 

There are.* other gloomy business factors. 
Export credits have become less attractive. . 
The relatively low cost of export credits 
resulting from Turkey's adoption of the 
austerity program backed by the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund (I.VfFj had been an 
important incentive in boosting exports. 


UNESCO talks begin tomorrow 


PARIS, Nov. 21 (AFP) — -An ambitious 
five-year plan to reduce inequalities between 
developing and industrialized nations — a 
chronic grievance of Third v\orid states — 
will be submitted to UNESCO members and 
interested observers at an extraordinary- 
meeting of the world body opening here 
Tuesday. 

Taking pan are more than 2.500 delegates 
from the organization's 158 member coun- 
tries plus observers from eight other non- 
member countries and territories, represen- 
tatives of the Palestinian Liberation Organ- 
ization, African nationalist movements and 
other international bodies. 

The meeting, scheduled to last until Dec. 3, 
is the fourth extraordinary session of the 
United Nations Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization general conference. 

Its purpose is to put into practice three- 
yearly budget guidelines drawn up by the 
United Nations for its specialized agencies 
and to adopt what will be UNESCO's second 
medium-term plan of action covering the 
period 1984-1989. 

Although the plan in draft form was 
adopted bv the 45-mcmbcr executive council 
last October, certain outstanding issues, 
relating to information and news handling, 
human rights and the plan's financing could 
provoke some heated discussion this week. 

UNESCO Director-General Amadou 


Mahtar Nfhow. under whom UNESCO has 
often been accused of serving partisan inter- 
ests rather than the general good. defended 
the search fora new order in the handling of 
informal ion. 

He said the new order in no way implied 
that the media were "subjected to public 
authority . to the exclusive interests of private 
business or to transnational firms.” 

U.S. budget deficit 
in’ 84 seen at %185b 

WASHINGTON. Nov. 2t l R) - Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan, who once promised a 
balanced federal budget in 19S4. now faces a 
record deficit for t hat year of more t ban S 1 85 
billion, the Washington Post has said. 

Reagan's budget director. David Stock- 
man, told a private cabinet meeting that 
without major new spending cuts or tax 
increases the deficit could be between S 1 85 
and SI 95 billion, the Post said. 

Stockman could not be reached immedi- 
ately for comment on the report, which was in 
line with some congressional estimates. The 
president has been having a series of meet- 
ings with cabinet officers and aides on the 
budget for the government accounting year 
1984. which stans next October. He will 
submit the budget to Congress for considera- 
tion in Januurv.

NFW DELHI. Nov. 21 — Kuwait’s sup- 
porters danced, they sang lustily and beat the 
drums in a frenzy. But deep down they were 
not so happy. Their prolonged gaeity was 
only a show of a bold front. Their team disap- 
pointed in Asian Games soccer Sunday. The 
3-1 victory over unconsidered Nepal could 
not have produced any exhilaration. 

The Kuwaitis have come here with a big 
reputation. You must have some class to 
make the World Cup finals. But their high 
stature came down a few rungs. Prodigality 
was so prominent in their play — their 
defense too was made to look vulnerable by 
the tearing breakaways by the game of 
Nepalis. 

The men from the mountain Kingdom, 
bordering India, do not have any outstanding 
soccer caliber. But they were fighters.And 
their goalkeeper Ranian Bist was agile and 
courageous. He brought off some miraculous 
saves. But more often the Kuwaiti marks- 
manship was inaccurate. 

The Middle East men were superior no 
doubt. But you could sense the anxiety as 
they strived so much but could not find the 
goal.- Abdulla Blnoshy. Moayed and Youseff 
Snayed peppered the. rival goal so often. 
Their midfield maneuve rings were good. 
What counts though is the goats which just 
did not materialize. 

Wisely they switched tactics after the inter- 
val. It paid dividends Abdulla Booshy had a 
shy at goal from afar. The ball went to the left 
of the goalkeeper and into the net. For once 
Bist was hopelessly beaten. That goal 
brought relief, it spurred better effort from 
the Kuwaiti attack which was now menacing. 

Twenty one minutes later Abdul Aziz 
Anbary centered from the left and Youseff 
headed home. Four minutes from the end 
Ambar Saecd came up with another spec- 
tacular long range shot which went in. Kuwait 
were happy now. But Nepal had the last say. 
Off one sparkling run down the right flank 
Gale st rea ked into the circle . His angular shot 
beat goalkeeper Jassem Bahman. That was 
cold water for Kuwait. To the end they were 
vulnerable. 

That would describe Iraq adequately. They 
revealed ample skill, they had power. But 
they were the precipitunus sort ready to sac- 
rifice ball possession for cracks at goal. That 
could have made them vulnerable against 
better opposition. But Burma was weak, 
small-made and wary of tackles. They folded 


up passively. 

Iraq are the joint champions. They are 
formidable by any standards. Nattc Awne is a 
wily withdrawn forward w-iih lightning in his 
boots. Tall Hares Hassan is no. mean forager 
too. And Aimed Mahmoud's centers could 
be any strikers delight. More than that, even 
the defenders could strike. Karim AlawTs

Nov. 21 — Japan’s swim- 
mers gave their country the lead in the gold 
medal chase with China right behind in a busy 
day of that featured a world record in the 
unfashionable sport of archery. 

Kim Jin Ho of South Korea .scored 336 
points out of a maximum 360 in the women’s 
60 meters event bettering the old record of 
334 held by the Soviet Union's Valentina 
Knvpan since 1978. 

The day’s other star at the Asiad was Wil- 
liam Wilson of the Philippines, who pushed 
aside all challenges to snatch the gold medal 
in the men’s 200 meters freestyle, the first 
swimming event to be decided Sunday. But 
after that, the Japanese reigned supreme in 
the pool, taking the rest of the five swimming 
golds at stake. 

China, which hopes here to move past 
Japan as the premier sporting nation of Asia, 
took a second gymnastics gold and won the 
56 kg (bantam weight) weightlifting event. 

South Korea caused a minor ripple when 
they won the 100 km road team time trial 
cycling race, breaking. Japan's stranglehold 
on the event and an Asian Games record held 
by the Japanese since 1 970. 

There were hopes for more balanced dis- 
tribution of medals in other sports at as sev- 
eral of the 33 competing countries began to 
make a mark in the categories in which they 
excel. 

The biggest disappointment was the con- 
tinuing poor attendance at the large 
stadiums. The organizing committee, worried 
about who to balance their budget, were left 
puzzled why crowd were on average only 
about two thirds the size expected. 

The size to the audience was the last thing 
the Philippines’ Wilson had on his mind when 
he surged forward to win the 200 meters 
freestyle in 1:57.41. He finished ahead of 
China's silver medallist Wu Jinhuang and 
another Chinese swimmer. Huang Guohua. 
who took the bronze. 

But the rest of the gold harvest in the pool 
Sunday was for the Japanese, who set four 
Asian Games records in the process. 

Saudi Arabia beat Bangladesh by 1 2 goals 
to 1 1 in waterpolo. But went down to China 
in tennis by three matches to nil. Kuwait beat 
Hong Kong 1 3-3 in waterpolo.

Here is a remarkable hand 
played by Italy and Sweden in 
the 1967 European champion- 
ship. It features exceptional 
bidding and exceptional play. 

The Swedish North-South 
pair got to six diamonds on the 
sequence shown. South opened 
with a diamond and, after 
West doubled and North 
leaped to four spades, 
retreated to five diamonds. 

North imaginatively raised 
to six, reasoning that South 
bad to be void at spades to 
remove four spades to five 
riiamnnris- On that basis, 


thought North, his hand had 
much greater value than it ap- 
peared to have on the surface 
— and be backed Ms judgment 
by bidding six. 

West (Bellentani) was of 
course surprised by his op- 
ponents' vigorous bidding — 
considering the enormous 
high-card strength he had — 
but he recognized that the 
slam undertaking must be 
largely based on distribution. 

Accordingly, he passed six 
diamonds, which was certain- 
ly the prudent thing to do. 
However, he then came forth 
with the extraordinary open- 
ing lead of the king of 
diamonds! 

No truer arrow was ever 
shot! Declarer ruffed two 
hearts in dummy but then had 
to lose two heart tricks to go 
down cue. 

Had Bellentani made any 
other lead. South would have 
made the slam easily. He 
would have ruffed three 
hearts in dummy and his only 
laser would have been a heart. 

Bellentani surely had the 
courage of Ms convictions 
when he elected to lead the 
king of trumps. Many players 
holding the West hand would 
also have thought of leading 
this card, but not many would 
have done so. Perhaps that’s 
why the Italians won the 
championship that year !

TOKYO. Nov. 21 (AFP) — Japan's ruling 
Liberal Democratic Party (LDP) will choose 
a successor to outgoing Prime Minister 
Zenko Suzuki this week in a biner showdown 
which is expected to leave the pro-Wcstem 
party badly bruised. 

Opinion polls taken by major news media 
recently showed Yasuhiro Nakasone. 
director-general of the Administrative 
Agency, would beat his old rivdl Toshio 
Komoto. director general of the Economic 
Planning Agency in the coming LDP presi- 
dential primary election Wednesday. 
Nakasone and Komot fought in the previous 

Pope blasts 
Mafia role 

PALERMO. Sicily, Nov. 21 (R) — Pope 
John Paul threw his full personal support 
behind the church's anti-Mafia campaign 
Saturday, imploring Sicily's youth to build a 
future which would isolate and destroy "the 
Mafia attitude." He urged them to fight the 
Mafia's ancient tradition of silence, 
"omerta," with ho'pe and not to give in to 
fatalism. 

The Pontiff s speech to young people in a 
central square was seen by church officials as 
the centerpiece of his outspoken visit to this 
stronghold of Mafia heroin gangs, where 
more than 120 persons have died violently 
this year. He called on young people to build 
"a future and a new society in which the 
■ramifications of the Mafia attitude of some 
are isolated and destroyed. 

"Let your hope be tenacious in the face of 
fatalism, (social) disintegration, omena'... 
which have caused so much bloodshed and so 
many deaths on your streets, fully justifying 
the open moral condemnation...by your 
bishops, whose anxiety and generous com- 
mitment I fully share." the pope said. 

The pope' swords fully endorsed the recent 
statement by Sicilian bishops which for the 
first time named the Mafia in repeating the 
threat of excommunication for armed rob- 
bery, kidnap and murder. The pope 
beseeched his listeners to help young people 
whose environments made them "easy prey 
for corruption, violence and drugs" and he 
described drug abuse as "a hatchet blow to 
the roots of life." 

Palermo gangland leaders axe conducting a 
vicious struggle for control of the lucrative 
heroin trade. The assassination of Italy's top 
anti- Mafia policeman, sent here to curb the 
rackets, brought a bitter sermon from the 
archbishop of Palermo. Cardinal Salvatore 
Pappalardo. 

The pope Saturday attacked the "barbar- 
ous violence" that plagues Palermo and said 
only the "force of idea" could ultimately 
defeat the gangsters. The final speech of his 
two-day visit, the longest trip of his papacy 
within Italy, summed up many of the 
Mediterranean island's age-old ills. 

The pope said Sicily's reality was full of 
contradictions. It was. he said, "a reality of 
both progress and underdevelopment, of 
commitment for peace and of absurd viol- 
ence, of appreciation and defense of life and 
family, but also of explosions of death and 
hate.”

The LDP is riddled with factional rivalry 
and has been locked in internal power strug- 
gles since it was founded in 1 955 as a broad 
coalition of conservatives, political observers 
said. They added however, there was little 
chance of the present bitterness over the 
succession actually splitting the party. 

The LDP presidency carries with it the 
country's premiership because the party 
dominates both houses of parliament with 
srrong majorities. A new prime minister is to 
be named in an extraordinary parliamentary 
session Friday. 

Nakasone. 64. is expected to face little dif- 
ficulty in winning the final poll with the back- 
ing of the so-called "mainstream” factions 
within the party which control a total of 245 
LDP members of parliament, the observers 
said.j 

Komoto. 7 1 -year-old former business- 
man. who emerged politically when he was 
appointed minister of international trade and 
industry in 1 974. was earlier considered to be 
the leading contender for Suzuki* s post. 

Bush reaffirms 
stand on Namibia 

NAIROBI. Nov. 21 (AP) — . U.S. Vice 
President George Bush said Sunday the 
Reagan administration will pursue the link- 
age of independence for Namibia with a 
Cuban pullout from Angola despite criticism 
of the policy by black African leaders. 

Connecting the two sensitive issues. Bush 
told a news conference at the end of a three- 
day visit to this East African nation, "seems 
to me the only specific idea for how you actu- 
ally accomplish an end that everybody 
wants.” 

The American stand has been sharply 
attacked throughout most of Bush's seven- 
nation Africa tour including a blunt criticism 
on Saturday by Kenyan President Daniel 
Arap Moi. current chairman of the Organiza- 
tion of African Unity and one of the region’s 
most pro-American leaders. 

Bush departed Sunday afternoon for Kin- 
shasa. Zaire, the last stop on the trip which 
began Nov. 1 0 and has also taken him to the 
Cape Verde Islands. Senegal. Nigeria. Zim- 
babwe and Zambia. 

Referring to the linkage policy. Bush told 
reporters: ” We see this as a way to accompl- 
ish the* fulfillment of an independent 
Namibia, an Angola free of foreign forces 
and a separation between South African 
forces and Angola. That's our position. We 
are going to stay with it.” • 
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Pravda urges friendly ties with U.S. 

Impetus to detente seen Book omits Stalin purges 



MOSCOW, Nov. 21 (AP) — In a front-page editorial, the 
authoritative Communist Party newspaper Pravda reiterated Sun- 
day that the Soviet Union seeks" normal and, better yet, friendly" 
relations with the United States. 

The newspaper also said the recent round of meetings in the 
Kremlin following the Red Square funeral of Leonid Brezhnev had 
given "new impetus" to the preservation and development of 
detente. ' 

The new Soviet Communist Party chiet Yuri Andropov, met for 
30 minutes last Monday with U.S. Vice President George Bush and 
U.S. Secretary of State George Shultz. Afterward, Bush described 
the exchange as "frank, cordial and substantive.” 

The Pravda editorial, white repeating standard Soviet rhetoric 
about the country's ability to deliver a" crushing rebuff" to aggres- 
sion. stressed that improved U.S.- Soviet ties would meet the inter- 
ests of both countries as well as those of the international commun- 
ity. 

“The Soviet Union is always ready for honest, equal and mutu- 
ally beneficial cooperation with any state which would want this, in 
particular with the United States. Normal and, better yet, friendly 
Soviet- American relations would meet the interests of both peoples 
and universal peace." it said. 

The editorial combined language used by Andropov and Soviet 
Premier Nikolai Tikhonov in separate speeches earlier in the week. 

On another positive note . Pravda said Sunday that participants in 
the meeting in Moscow last week of the U.S.-Soviet Trade and 
Economic Council had shown an "inclination" for the type of 
cooperation necessary to improve trade links between the two 
countries. 

“The development of the Soviet Union's trade and economic 
contacts with other countricsjnchjding the United States, is poss- 
ible only on the basis of equality and mutual benefit. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 21 (R) — All mention of the mass purges carried 
out by dictator Joself Stalin has been cut out of a new edition of the 
standard encyclopedia on the Soviet Union just published here. 

Stalin's purges, in which Western historians believe up to one mil- 
lion people were executed and millions more died in labor camps, were 
denounced in 1956 by a Communist Party resolution on the "cult of 
personality." But since the early 1 9 oris, the high point of criticism of 
Stalin, the dictator has been viewed more favorably and his mass 
killings have been little mentioned. 

Now the authoritative one-volume encyclopedia of the Soviet 
Union has finally deleted all mention of the "serious violations of 
Socialist legality and mass repressions" which occurred under Stalin 
in the 1930s. In its last edition, published in 1979. the encyclopedia's 
section on Soviet history in the 1930s included a 5 4- line passage on the 
“cult of personality" which quoted directly from the party's 195h 
critical verdict on Stalin. 

The passage accused Stalin of overestimating his own abilities and 
introducing a system of one-man rule. By launching a mistaken call for 
a renewed class struggle in 1937, he laid the basis for "most serious 
violations of Socialist legality' and mass repressions against prominent 
party, state and military leaders." the 1 979 edition said. 

The 1982 edition leaves out this criticism altogether from its treat- 
ment of the 193Us. A nine-line paragraph which says the "cult of 
personality" could not change the nature of the Soviet system is moved 
to another section dealing with 1956. 

One Soviet source said he was surprised by such a major revision of 
the history of the Stalin period, which would have been undertaken 
only under orders from the Communist Party central committee 
apparatus. 

The new encyclopedia was prepared for publication last March with 
some sections updated in August, well before the death of Leonid 
Brezhnev and his replacement as Communist Party leader by Yuri 
Andropov. 


New faces may emerge in Kremlin 


MOSCOW. Nov. 21 (R) — The Soviet 
leadership faces what could be a period of 
turbulent change this week with a new head 
of state emerging and the likelihood of some new 
faces in the senior ranks of the ruling Com- 
munist Party Politburo. The personalities and 
scale of changes involved wfl] provide an 
insight into the relative strengths of Leonid 
Brezhnev’s political heirs. 

More particulaxiy, clues may emerge about 
the leadership style of new party chief Yuri 
Andropov, the direction he wants to take the 
country and the pace at which he intends to 
move. One of the new certainties about 


events in the Kremlin this week will be the 
appointment of a successor, most likely on 
Tuesday, to fin Brezhnev’s other post of pres- 
ident. 

A candidate's name will be submined to 
the Supreme Soviet (parliament), which 
opens a two-or three-day winter session on 
Tuesday, and the l .500 deputies will unani- 
mously endorse the election by show of 
hands. But. as with all moves within the secret 
world of Kremlin politics, the identity of the 
new president is wide open to speculation. 

Diplomatshere do not rule out the possibil- 
ity that Andropov. 68. might follow the

example of his predecessor and take the top 
state post too. If he did. it would show he had 
marshaled broad support from throughout 
the leadership in a very short time and would 
leave him in a position of undisputed author- 
ity in the Kre mlin . 

Another possible candidate seems to be 
Andrei Gromyko. 73. whose quarter of a cen- 
tury as foreign minister makes him uniquely 
suited to a post that involves meeting heads of 
state and welcoming foreign delegations. 

But Andropov might be reluctant to dis- 
pense with Gromyko's vast experience as 
foreign minister, particularly if he were con- 
. sidering any adjustments to foreign policy. 
Other Western diplomats moot Politburo 
member Konstantin Chernenko. 71. once 
seen as Andropov’s main rival for the party 
leadership, as a possible candidate for the 
presidency. 

Though Chernenko nominated Andrpov 
for the top job. there have been signs of 
strains between the two men. The departure 
of Chernenko to fill a largely ceremonial role 
could suit Andropov, 

But there seem to be compelling reasons 
against Chernenko taking the presidency. In 
the first place, he is a poor public speaker. His 
delivery is rapid, be swallows his words and 
be has a strong rural Russian accent. Sec- 
ondly. fais background has not prepared h im 
for the post A model party bureaucrat, he 
has little knowledge of the ceremonial and 
protocol functions that the presidency 
involves and no real overseas experience. 

Chernenko, therefore, might turn down an 
offer of the job. preferring to continue in his 
role as head of the party’s powerful general 
department. Under Brezhnev. Chernenko's 
political patron, this back-room post virtually 
made him deputy general secretary. It 
remains to be seen whether Andropov would 
be comfortable seeing him continue in that 
capacity. 


on forces 
‘depends 
on Soviets’ 

PEKING. Nov. 21 (AFP) - Communist 
China would take measures iq reduce its 
military strength on the &no> Soviet border 
should the Soviet Union do the' same, but 
Peking is waiting for Moscow to make the 
first move, reliable sources said here Sunday : 
They quoted informed Chinese sources, 
when questioned on a recent statement of an 
influential Soyiet figure that China and the- 
Soviet Union could come to agree on a reduc- 
tion of forces deployed along their 7.500- 
kilomcter-Iong common border. 

Recently, the Soviet Communist Party 
newspaper Pravda editor. Viktor Afanasyev, 
a Moscow central committee member, told 
Japanese journalists that the Sinn-Soviet dis- 
cussions could culminate in an agreement to 
reduce forces deployed on both sides of the 
border. 

Should the Soviet Union reduce its 
strength, then China would naturally have no 
need to keep so many troops al the borders, 
the sources said. The decrease of Soviet 
forces at the borders, which was the site of 
some bloody incidents following the break- 
off of relations in the 1 960s. is one of Peking's 
three conditions for improvement in its rela- 
tions with Moscow ■. 

The Chinese conditions, which also include 
withdrawal of Soviet forces from Afghanistan 
and an end to the Kremlin's support for Viet- 
namese intervention in Cambodia, were reaf- 
firmed several times by China even during' 
the period of the discussions last month. 

China has said that the Soviet Union has 
one million men at the border, bur without 
disclosing the number of its own forces, 
merely said they were much smaller. But a 
recent study made by the Japanese Defense 
Agency estimated the strength of Soviet 
troops to be at 450.000 men and those of 
China at 1.500.000 men — a figure repres- 
enting around a third of the entire Chinese 
Array. 

Peking stressed that a true improvement 
would not come about between the two coun- 
tries as long as the conditions were not filled, 
but said the “obstacles?" need not be simul- 
taneously removed. 

Showing a change from its past attitude, 
with a series of one-way gestures to open tip 
relations coming from the Kremlin China has 
just given proof of a conciliatory attitude 
regarding the Soviet Union by sending its 
then-foreign minister Huang Hua to the fun- 
eral of President Leonid Brezhnev. 

No Chinese leader of such a high rank has 
gone to the Soviet Union since 7964, that is 
practically since the Sino-Soviet dispute. 
Huang returned from Moscow where he had 
a meeting with Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko, and said be was "quite 
optimistic” on the future of the S in o- Soviet 
talks.

COLOMBO, Nov. 21 (AFP) - Sri Lan- 
kan security forces inquiring into possible 
links between Tamil separatist militants and 
clergymen have detained a lecturer and his 
wife at Jaffna University in the north, and 
taken a priest in for questioning, reports said 
Sunday. 
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
